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no great efforts could be made, but in 
Saxony. The Auftrian fuccours were to 
be kept off, and the Saxon army to be 
taken. Towards the end of Seprember 
it was known, that Marfhal Brown had 
received orders to relieve the Saxons. 
His army was encamped at Budin, near 
the cottfian of the Elbe and the Egra ; 
and for executing the(e orders he had 
the choice of three ways: 1f, by at- 
tacking*and defeating Marthal Keith's 
army, which was no eafy tafk ; 2dly, 
by marching to the left, and entering 
Saxony through Bilin and Toeplitz,which 
would have expofed his flank to_the 
Pruffians,and even rifked his magazines 
at Budin and Weljern; and 4dly, by 
fending a detachment thro’ Leutmeritz, 
and proceeding to the Saxons by Bob- 
mifch-Leipe and Schandau. ‘This -laft 
meafure could not produce any thing 
decifive ; the Cal in the neighbour- 
hood of Schandau and Ober- Raden being 
fo difficult, that’ fmall body of troops 
might ftop the whole army. The king, 
however, judging his prefence neceflary 
in Bobemig, left the camp at Sedlitz on 
the 28th, and the fame day reached 
the camp of Fon/dorf. On the 29th, the 
army in Bohemia was ordered to march, 
the ing goin before with 8 battalions 
and 20 fquadrons, encamped at Tir- 
mitz, where the fcouts of the army 
brought advice, that Marfhal Brows 
was, the next day, to ‘crofs the Egra. 
It was now neceflary to draw near the 
enemy, in order to obferve all their 
motions, and:awe them by an army 
ready for aétion. On the zoth, there- 
tore, the king led on all the troops in 
two columns. The van had fcarce gain- 
ed the heights of Ba/copol, when they 
perceived a camp in tlie plain of Lowo- 
fix, its right joining the Ble and Wilbo- 
ta, Lewoftz in-its front, Sulowitz on 
its left, the extremity of which extend- 
ed itfelf behind the ponds of Schirko- 
qwitz. The van continued its march 
to Weljzina, a village fituated in a bot- 
tom, furrounded by mountains, moft 
of which refemble the form of a fugar- 
loaf. 

The king ordered the foot to ad- 
vance with all poffible difpatch, occu- 
py the heights, and take poffeffion of 
all the pafles leading into the plain of 
Lowofitz. The army arrived late, and 
remained all night in columns, at a 
{mall .diltaiice from the: van-guard. 
Next day, Ofober 1, the king fent at 
day-break to reconnoitre ; but a thick 
fog on the plain prevented: any clear 
obfervation. The town of Lowofitz 
was perceived as through a crape, and 


Situation of the Armies before ibey engaged, 


in the plain between that town and 
Sulowitz were feen two columns of ca- 
valry, each confilting of about 5 fqua- 
drons. It was then determined to draw 
up the army, and immediately one co- 
Alumn of infantry formed on the right, 
the other on the left, and the cavalry 
compofed a fecond line. The ground 
where they formed contained only the 
fix battalions cf the van, but Continued 
to widen towards the left. The decli- 
vity of the mountains was covered with 
vineyards, divided into many little in- 
B clofures by ftone walls three feet high. 
In thefe vineyards Marthal Brown 
potted his Pandours to. ftop the Pru/- 
fins ; {o that as every battalion of the 
left entered the line, it was obliged to 
engage. But the fire of the enemy be- 
ing faint or unfteady, it confirmed the 
Cc opinion that Marthal Brown was re- 
treated, and that the Pandours and 
bodies of cavalry feen in the plain were 
his rear. The fog, which hid every 
thing, did not difperfe till paft eleven. 
Orders were given for canonading the 
cavalry in the plain, upon which it al- 
tered its form feveral times. Some- 
Dtimes it appeared numerous; fome- 
times drawn up chequer-ways; fome- 
times in three contiguous lines ; fome- 
times 5 or 6 troops filed off to the left 
and difappeared. At lait it was thought, 
that by ordering 20 fquadrons of horfe 
to charge, this rear-guard would be 
difperted, ‘and ‘an end-put to the ac- 
tion. The dragoons having formed at 
the foot of the eminence where the in- 
fantry were pofted, charged and broke 
the Aufrian horfe : But they received 
a flank fire from the infantry in Lowo- 
fitz and Sulewitz, which obliged them 
to return to their pofts at the foot of 
F the mountain; and it was now firf 
apprehended, that the enemy were in 
front with their whole army, -The 
king was then for piacing his cavalry 
behind in a fecond line, but before his 
order could be given, they charged a 
fecond time, bore down all o poniion, 
paffed through the fame flank fire as 
at the firft Barge, purfued the enemy 
axbave 300 paces, and, in the excefs of 
their ardour, croffed a ditch ten feet 
wide ; 300 paces beyond this ditch was 
another, behind which appeared the 
Aufirian infantry, in order of battle. 
wees A 60 pieces of cannon play’d 
upon the Prufianhorfe, which there- 
fore repaffed’ the ditch, and’ returned 
to the infantr 
mountain, without being followed.

fuch fallies, and therefore ordered the 
cavalry to pott itfelf in the rear of the 
infantry. About this time the fire on 
the left wing began’ to increafe : Mar- 
thal Browne had. fucceflively brought 
on 20 battalions, who, prfling by Lo- 
avefitz, lined the banks of the Elbe, to 
fuppo:t the Pandours in the vineyards, 
where the Prufian infantry drove them 
from one wall to another ; and, con- 
tinuing to purfue, feveral of them 
threw themfelves into the Zlbe; whilft 
another. body fheltered themfzives in 
the firft houfes of Lowe/jitz, and made 
a thew of defending them. The fe- 
cond line of infantry. then mixed with 
the firft, the left ftretched itielf to the 

lbe ; and in this difpofision advanced 
towards Lownftz. Tie grenadiers fired 
in through the doors, windows, and 
roots of the houfes, aud fet them on 
fire. In this aétion, tho’ only the at- 
tack of a poft, every foldier of the left 
wing fired go fhot. The ammunition 
for their cannon was quite fpent ; not- 
withftanding which, the regiment of 
Itzexblitz and Manteufel entered Lowe- 
Jtz with their bayonets fixed, and 
drove before them nine frefh Aufrian 
battalions, which Marthal Brown had 
jut pofted there. The battle concluded 
with the flight of the Auffriazs in great 
diforder, but the cavalry was prevented 
from taking advantage of it, firft, by 
the broad ditch, and fecondly, by the 
mafterly difpofition of Marfhal Browz, 
in taking all the left of his infantry, 
which had not been attacked, to cover 
his broken troops as they fled ; and in 
this order he waited the approach of 
night to retreat. At an hour after 
midnight he began his march towards 
hiscamp at Bud:n, breaking down all 
his bridges over the Ezra. 

The next day the prince of Bevern 
was detached with a body of 8000 
men to Schirkowitz, on the right; 
whence he fent out parties along the 
Egra, to reconnoitre the paffes. The 
intention of this army in Bohemia being

only to cover the blockade of theG 


Saxon camp, it was not thought proper 
to make any farther progrefs in Bobe- 
os to take Leutmeritz, or pafs the 
gra. ; 
This aétion lafted 7 hours, during 
which the cannonading was inceffant on 
both fides; yet the Prufians loft no more 
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Marthal Browz took 249 of their hore 
prifoners, whofe horfes being killed af, 
ter leaping the ditch, could not rejoin 


their regiment. The Prufian army en- 
camped on the field of battle, where, 


without moleftation, it foraged within 
cannon fhot of theenemy, So early as 
the 6th, advice came, that Marthal 
Browne had made a detachment of 
6000 men, which had moved to Raud- 
nitz, and were advancing towards Bob- 
mifchleipe. Tho this detachment could 
caufe little apprehention, it was thought 
that the Prufian army in Saxony, con- 
fitting only of 30 fquadrons, might 
want a reinforcement of horfe; the 
king therefore went thither in perfon, 
with 15 fquadrons of dragoons. 

On the tenth, the Saxozs in the camp 
of Pirna endeavoured to throw a bridge 
of boats over the river at Wilfead. The 
Pruffians had there a redoubt, from 
whence Capt. Dickwede, with fifty of 
Beveren'’s crenadiers, fired on the boats, 
He took feven or eight of them, and o- 
thers he funk; fo that the defign mif- 
carried. The enemy then loaded their 
pontoons on horfes, and carried them 
to a place near Kenic ficiz, oppofite to the 
village of Halbftedtel. "Thijs outlet of 
their camp had attracted the attention 
of the Saxons, as being the moft eafy, 
on account of the fuccours they expec- 
ted from the Aufrians. ‘The polt of 
Pirna hasthis deteét, that it is as diffi- 
cult to come out of it as to force it. 
The Saxons could attempt to force a 
pillage out only by Hermfdorf and He- 
endorf. ‘This would have been atten- 
ded with great lofs, though there was 
a probability of faving at leaft a part of 
theirmen. They appear to have beea 
entirely unacquainted with the fituati- 
on of Habfladt, Burgerjdorf, Zieweuruck, 
and Schandau, and with the difpofition 
of the Prufians in thele pofts. Gen. 
Lefth witz, with eleven battalions and 
fifteen fquadrons; were pofted between 
Schandau, and a village, called by the 
people of the country, Wendifchefere; and 
oppofite to him, in the villages of Mit- 
teldorf and Altendorf, encamped marthal 
Brown with his detachment. Le/chwitx 
was ftronger than Brozoz.. The imprac- 
ticable fituation of thefe rocks hindered 
the Avfrians from advancing to Burg- 
erfdorf. This could not be done with- 
out atticking a body double their num-

both fides of this rock, five battalions 
of granadiers guarded an impracticable 
barricacio of felled trees. Behind them, 
at the dittance ef s00 paces, two bri- 
gades of foot were placed in the defile 
of Burger/dorf, Supported by five fqua- 
drons of dragoons ; and behind this de- 
file is Ziegenruck, 2 perpendicular rock, 
fixty feet high, which torms a femi-cir- 
cle round thefe, difficult pofts, joining 
the Elbe at its two extremities. From 
this inconvenient place however it was, 
that on the eleventh, the Saxoxs began 
to form their bridge. The Prufians in- 
flead of ditturbing them, fuffered them 


to finifh it. The deicent from Tirmfdorf 


towards the Elbe is tolerably practica- 
ble ; but, after they had finifhed their 
bridge, the great diliculty remained of 
chambing up the rock, from whence they 
could go only by one foot path to a 
fedtel. On the twelfth in the evening 
they began their march. Two battali- 
ons of grenadiers, after ininite.difficul- 
ty, got on the other fide. On the thir- 
teenth this road was deltroyed by rains; 
fo that their cannon was left behind, 
and. their cavalry, baggage, and rear 
were confuledly embarrailed, one be- 
ang ftopped by another. The van could 
only file offone by one, whilf the main 
y and the rear were obliged to re- 
main onthe place. Early on the thir- 
teenth, prince Maurice of Anhalt recei- 
ved the firft advice of the retreat of the 
Saxons. The Prufians without delay, 
gnarched jn feven.columns, and climb- 
edthe rocks, without oppolition. Up- 
on eaining the height they formed; the 
Haufars feil upon four Saxon fquadrons, 
which compoied their rear, and drove 
them to,their infantry near Tirm/fdorf. 
The independant companies of hunters, 
lodging themtelves in a wood, on the 
fiaik of thefe troops, extremely galled 
them with their fire. At the fametime 
uprince Maurice ordered the foot regi- 
nent ot Prufia to advance cn an emi- 
nenee to.the right of the Saxons ; and 
stwo pieces of .cannon being brought to 
play on their rear guard, a general flight 
eniued. The Hufars plundered the 
baggage, and the hunters got into the 
woods near the £lée; whence they gal- 
jed therear guard in its retreat. The 
Saxons now loitall prefence of mind, and 
cut down their bridge, which was carri- 
ed away by the current to the poft of 
Reder, where it-was ftopped. The Pru/- 
fan army encamped on the eminence of 
Siruppen, its lett joining to the Elite, and 
‘itsright extending along a large hol- 
lew.way terssinaing near Henner/deiy. 


Unfuece/sful Attempt of the Saxons to efeape. 


Such were the fituations of the Prufian, 
Saxon, and Aufrian troops, when the 
king arrived on the fourteenth with hig 
dragoons at the camp at St The 
Saxons, depended on the Aufrians ma: 
king vigorous efforts to relieve them. 
The Aufrians waited for the notice ofa 
certain fignal to begin the attack, which 
was not given. ‘The Saxons wereina 
place through which their was no paf. 
fage, where they laboured under unfur. 
mountable difficulties; fo that tho’ the 
king of Poland, who was at Konigftin, 
was ardent for making an attack, his 
generals convinced hini that it was im. 
poffible. Muarfhal Brocux retreated, on 
the 14th, towards Bohemia,\Warneri, with 
his Hufars, fell upon the rear of the Au/- 
trians, confifting of 300 Huffars and 200 
, Pandours; and, routing them, the Hus 
C garian infantry was put to the fword, 
The king of Poland feeing his army in 
fuch a fituation, that it could not force 
a paffage and without all hopes of pro- 
vifions orfuccours,permitted his troops 
to furrender themfelvesprifoners of war. 
Count Ruto/ski was appointed to draw 
D up the capitulation. ¢ which See p. 539) 
‘The king of Poland being defirous of re- 
noving into his kingdom, he was fup- 
plied witir horfes, both in Saxony, and 
thofe parts of the king’s dominions 
through which he was to pafs. On the 
16th the Sexon army marched out, and 
was conducted tothe Prufian camp, 
where moft of the foldiers entered, and 
the othcers were permitted, on their pa- 
role, to depart. On the 18th the king of 
Poland {etout for Warfaw. The troops 
were withdrawn from all the places m 
this road ; and the fame regard fhewn 
to his perfon, as crowned heads obferve 
toeach other in the moft profound peace. 
The queen of Poland, atid royal faniily, 
fti}l continue in their capital; and have 
the fame honours paid them from their 
enemies as trom their fubjeéts. After 
the {urrender of the Saxons, the‘king re- 
turned into Bohemia, to bring back his 
G army to winter in Saxony. On the 25th 
Marthal Keith broke up his camp at 
Lowofitz, and pofted himfelf in Linai, 
his rear-guard not feeing the face of 
anenemy. On the 28th the Prufians 
marched to Newendorf. On the 29th, 
at Schonwalde, the cold was inereafed 
to fuch a degree, that the piquets for 
the tents could not be driven into the 
ground. On the 30th the army re-en 
tered Saxony, where it was cantoned bé- 
tween Pirna and the frontier along the 
Elbe.

You may fee, 
even at this time, contrary to the inten- 
tions of the legiflator, at a remarkable 
borough in that vale (or within its pre- 
cincts) inretches, who ten years ago were 
not worth a load of corn, buying ina 
clandeftine manner, 40 or 50 loads on 
a market day, and fending it privately 
down the water; infomuch that in this 
country they have raifed wheat to 8s.a 
bufhel, and have brought all the poor 
in the neighbourhood into a ftarving 
cdndition.— And if thefe are the evils 
we feel, in a country which affords {9 
much grain; with what pity! what 
concern! muft we think on the condi- 
tion of the poor, that are 50 or 60 miles to 
the northward, who, this wet feafon, 
have been in great meafure, deprived 
of the benefitof an harvett, the corn they 
have'reaped, being of very little ufe! I 
pleac.the caufe ot the poor, to whom, 
indeed, the'rich ftand indebted, for all 
the comforts and conveniencies of life ;

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Ince’the military operations of the 
king of Pruffia hive rendered him 
the objeét of univerfal curiofity, a great 
variety of prints have been publithed as 
his portrait, which are fo different from 
each other, that they may all be reafo- 
nably fufpected as {purious.

His court has long been the afylum of 
learning and genius trom perfecution or 
negleét, and in this honour he feems to 
be almoft without a competitor.

Plate, which is done with the ut- 
moft accuracy, (all but the legend on 
the label, which for the greater exagét- A

Letter from Count Flemming to Count de Bruht, 
SIR, Vienna, Fuly 28, 1756. 

Klingraff received laft Saturday an 

» €xprefs from his court, in confe- 
quence of which he fent a note the next 
morning to Count de Kaunitz, earneftly 
entreating him to appoint an hour fora 
conference with him, This note was de- 
livered to the chancellor of ftate, juft while 
he was in conference with the Marfhals 

Newwperg and Brown, and Gen. Prince Pic- 

And as he intended to wait upon 

the emprefs-queen immediately after the 

conference, in order to make her a report 
thereof, he fent word to M. Kiingraff, that 
he was indeed obliged to go to Schoenbrunn, 
but neverthelefs he would be obliged to him 
if he would haften to him that very inftant; 
which the Prufian minifter did net fail to 
do, Count de Kaunitz told me in confi- 
dence, at a converfation I had with him 
yéfterday morning, that M. Kiingraff, on 
his accofting him, gave him to underftand, 
with a certain embarraffment mixed with 
umeafinefs, that he had juft received an 
exprefs from his court, who ‘brought him 
fome orders, the contents of which he was 
to lay before the emprefs-queen in perfon, 
and for this purpofe he was enjoined to de- 
mand a private audience of her imperial 
majefty, which he defired he would be 
pleafed to procure for him. That he, 

Count Kaunitz, made anfwer, that being 

juft ready to fet out for Schoewbrunn, he 

willingly took upon him to demand the 
audience he defired ; but could not avoid 
letting 
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letting him underftand, that it was proper 
he frould-be enabled, at leaft in general 
terms, to give the emprefs previous notice 
of the nature of the infirwations he had 
erders to make to her majefty. Where- 
upon M, de Kéngraff told him, that he was 


charged to demand amicably, and by way of A 


Eclairciffement, in the name of the king his 
mafter, what was the tendency of the arma- 
ments and military preparations making 
here, aed whether they might not, perhaps 
concerr im; which, however he could not 
imagine, as he did not know that he had 
given the 'eaft occafion forthem. That he, 
Kaunitz, replied, that he could not juft then 


. make any anfwer to that overture ; that he 


would not fail to make a report thereof im- 
mediately to the emprefs, and procure him 
the audience he requefted ; that, neverthe- 
lefs, he could not forbear telling him, that 
he was furprifed at the explanation which 
the king his mafter required concerning 
the meafures taken in this country, fee- 
ing this court had exprefled no uneafinefs 
or umbrage at the great movements 
and preparations which had been previ- 
oufly obferved in his army. This minifter 
farther told me, That having fet out imme- 
diately after for Schoenbrunn, be bad refle&ied 
by the way on the alge be foould advife bis 
koa to give M."Klingraff; and baving 
thought be perceived that the king of Pruffia bad 
two objefts in view, which this court was de- 
frrous equally to avoid, viz. to come to conferen- 
ces and eclairciffements, that might at firft caufe 
4 fufpenfion of the —— which they judged 
neceffary to be continued wigoroufly ; and fecondly, 
to lead matters further on, .to- other propofitions 
and more effential engagements ; be had therefore 
judged that the anfwer ought to be of fuch a na- 
ture as might entirely elude the king of Pruffia’s 
gucftion; and that, in leaving no more room for 
further explanations, it fbould at the fame time 
be refolute and polite, without being fufceptible 
of any interpretation either finifter or favourable. 
That purfuant to this notion, it appeared to bim 
Sufficient, that the emprefs fbould content berfelf 
with fimply anfwering, that in the violent gene- 
ral crifis Europe was now in,‘her duty and the 
dignity of ber crown required ber to take fufficient 
meafures for ber own fecurity as well as for the 
Jafety of ber friends and allies. That the em- 
prefs-queen had approved of this anfwer ; 
and to thew that the king of Pruffa’s ftep 
and demand did not.occafion the leaft em- 
barraffment here, her majefty immediately 
ordered the hour of M, Kiingraff’s audience 
to be fixed for the next day, which was the 
day before yefterday ; and after hearing that 
minifter’s propofition, juft as he had impart- 
ed it the preceding day to Count de Kau- 
nitz, the had anfwered him precifely in the 
terms abovementioned, and then -fuddenly 
broke off the audience with a nod, without 
entering into any further detail. It is cer- 
tain that all Vienna, being then affembled in 
she emprefs-queen’s drawing-room, as it 
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was a day of gala, faw M. Kiingraff enter, 
and depart in a very few minutes, with an 
embarraffed countenance. I have ali thefe 
particulars from the mouth of Count de 
Kaunitz, who on this occafion has taiked to 
me with more opennefs and confidence than 
he had hitherto done, and even charged me 
to make ufe of them in my difpatches to 
your excellency, but ftill with the greate 

fecrecy. . 

It is fo much the lefs doubted that this 
anfwer, equally ftrong and ob{cure, will 
greatly puzzle the king of Prufia ; and ’tis 
pretended here, that that prince muft be un- 
der a great deal of uneafinefs, and that he 
has already drawn three millions of crowns 
out of his treafury, for the charges of his 
preparations and’augmentations, ] 

It is prefumed and not without probabili- 
ty, that his defign in the demand above- 
mentioned was, that if he had been anfwer- 
ed, that he himfelf had beenrthe caufe of the 
armaments made here, he would have en- 
deavoured to clear himfelf ef the charge, by 
alledging, in proof of his innocence, that 
for this very reafon he did not only form 
the camps which he has already traced to 
exercife his foldiers, but had ordered the re- 
giments to feparate ; perhaps imagining he 
fhould lay this court under this necefitty te 
follow his example by difcontinuing like- 
wife his preparations, However I think he 
would find it no eafy matter to divert it from 
its defign by fuch illufions as thefe. 

We have learned by an exprefs who ariv- 


Ded laft Sunday from the Count de Puebla, 


that notwithftanding the feigned difpofiti- 
ons of the king of Pruffia, his troops ftill . 
continued filing off towards Si/efia. Befides, 
it is very eafily tmderftood that that prince, 
by the local pofition of his army, which he 
can affemble in as many weeks as it would 
require months to do the fame here, on 
account of the diftance of the places where 
the troops are quartered, has too vifible an 
advantage over this court, which he can 
put to fuch great expences by long and 
continual marches, that they would at lait 
become intollerable : I fay, itis very readily 
underftood, that it is neceffary to purfue, 
without interruption, the meafures already 
begun, in order to put themfelves in the 
prefent circumftances, upon equal terms, 
and in a good candition ; that the king of 


F Pruffia may be thereby obliged, to keep up 


his armaments ; and the augmentations made 
and to he made, will exceed his faculties, 
and wafte him gradually; or e//e, in order 
toprevent this inconvenience, to take a precipitate 
refolution ; which, I think, 1s the very thing 
expeéted from him, , 

The return of M: Kingraff's courier, 
which the faid prince, no doubt, waits for 
with the utmoft impatience, will give us 
more light into his difpofitions,,., There is

dit of one, by pawning the goods the mo- 
ment he has got them, he is enabled to pay 
ready money to others ; by which means he 
extends his credit and encreafes his orders 
till he is deteéted ; which fometimes does 
not happen tillhe has defrauded tradefmen 
of goods to a very confiderable value. Nay, 
I have known them fometimes carry their 
fcheme fo far, as to fix one of their com- 
rades at fome rendezvous in Wapping, in the 


ner. Oneof them drefies himfelf extreme- 
ly genteel, takes upon himfelf either the 
character of a private gentleman, or repu- 
tabie tradefman; he is attended by two 
men in the character of country farmers, 
with clumfey boots, horfemen’s coats, &c. 
the objects pitch’d upon for impofition are 
good old charitable ladies, to whom the 
follicitor tells a dreSdfut ftory of lofes by 
firé, inundations &c. to the utter ruin of 
thefe two poor farmers and ail their fami- 
lies ; their wives are big with child, their 
children down in the finall-pox, &c. a 
book is then produced by the follicitor, who 
undertakes this difagrecable office purely 


charaéter of the captain of a vefiel lying at G out of good-nature, knowing the ftory to 


fuch ftairs, and bound to fome of the Ame- 
rican plantations ; by which means the a- 
forefaid merchant procures goods to be 
fent aboard ; and as his credit. advances, 
he makes ufe of draughts, which are con- 
ftantly accepted by his comrades, who have 
as conftantly changed their lodgings when 
the faid draughts become due. 

There is a fet of fharpers who have lately 
purchafed feveral eftates without money, 
in the following manner ; They make a 
bargain with the feller or his agent for the 
eitate, in confequence of which they draw 


be true, In this book are the names ot fe- 
veral of the nobiiity and gentry fet down 
by himfelf, who have contributed to this , 
charity ; and by fetting out with falfe names 
they at length get real ones, which are of 
great fervice to them in carrying on their 
fraud ; and well-difpofed perfons are daily 
impofed upon by falfe appearances of di- 
ftrefs.

corked, it retains feveral hours, then 


one rifes about a quarter of a mile py lofes it ; whence it thould be drank at 


below the village of Great Malvern and is 
a light and very pleafantchallybeat ; the 
other higher up the hill diftinguifhed by 
the name of Holy Well, famous for more 
than a century, for the cure of many ob- 
ftinate difeafes. 

Both thefe are of uncommon purity,

The Holy Well drank on the fpot leaves 
a pertnefs inthe throat approaching the 
tafte of brafs or allum. But this foon 
vanifhes, and the water grows fofter by’ 
keeping, though the bottles be ever fo 
well ftopped.

ractereftic ; greatly exceeding in this 
refpeé& any that have hitherto come to ‘ 
our knowledge. 

The pureit waters in Worcefter city, 
contain above so times as much earth 
as the Malvern Holy Well does. The hot 
well at Brifolzotimesas much. And the 
Henwick-Hill {pring near Worcefer, 12 
times as much. 

The earth here meant is the matter 
left upon mo terse of mineral waters, 
when perfeétly cleared of all falts ; be- 
ing foluble only in part by the ftrongeft 
acids, the much greater portion of it e- 
luding their force, and even the violence 
of fire ; whence thofe waters mutt, ce- 
teris paribus, be moft falutary which hold 
the teweft of thefe infoluble particles. 

The challybeat {pring, in two quarts, 
holds only one grain of earth, one grain 
ofiron, and nearly the fame quantity of 
a muriatic falt, which grows moift in the 
air, and appears to be bittern. And 
though itis not fo highly impregnated 
with fron as fome, yet it is fuficiently 
io to anfwer a!] expectations as a chally- 


lies mix, without the leaft alteration in 
tranfparency, and without any preci-’ 
pitation or confliét. Yet it feems to 
contain a latent acid, for iron laid in it 
will be corroded ; and a folution of 
filver by ftanding in it fome time will 
grow whitifh, then muddy, and of a 
dirty reddith purple, and at laft depofit 
a deep purple powder, the effect of a 
vitriolic acid. A folution of foap in 
fpirit of wine, poured into it, produces 
a pale pearl-colour without curdling. 
Dr Wall fafpeéted that this water re- 
ceives a flight impregnation from cop- 
per, the volatile {pirit of fal ammoniac 
feeming to give it a light tinéture of 
blue, but the colour was fo feint, that 
he cannot be pofitive. This water, af- 
‘ter keeping fome time, acquires an of- 
fenfive taite, and fometimes grows very 
foul, though taken up with the great- 
eft care, and this probably from fome 
Jatent fubitances which experiments 
have not as yet difcovered. 
Upon the whole, its efficacy feems 
chiefly to arife from its great — 
where- 
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whereby. it is enabled to pafs through 
the fmalleft veflels, and being clear 
from {alts and earth, is a better diffol- 
vent than thofe waters which are al- 
ready faturated with them. Its exter-

computed they ufe more than 445,000 
quarters yearly, which anfwers to 
7oo,o0o quarters of malt or there.

It may be alledged by fome, that the 
diftillers take off the ordinary corn that 
would otherwife be difficult to vend ;

flefh for the navy and all occafions, than 
that fed with diftillers wath. But itis 
a miftake to think the diftillers don’t 
buy good corn; the beft is heavieft and

the Letters, which appear to be written 
with great Candour, Inzpartiality, and 
Knowledge of the Subjei, an Epitome 
will be given in fome julure Magazine. 
Hoever refleéts upon the fatal e- 
vents, which this year has pro- 
duced, cannot blame that impatience, 
which the people exprefs for a ftri&t en. 
quiry into the canfesofthem. — 
The nation has reafon to hope, that 
they who prefide, will gratify the/e ex- 
pectations both from a fenfe of their 
duty to their king and country, and 
from the prudence and neceffity of the 
thing. It the war is not carried on with 
Vigour, ourruin isunavoidable: and to 
carry it on as it ought, will require fuch 
immenfe fums, that it cannot be expect- 
ed, the people will fubmit with pa- 
tience to that grievous load of taxes, 
which muft be impofed upon them, if 
the miniftry donot give them this mark 
of their gocd intention.

guilty, that punifhment be a terror to 
athers. 

Two cnapiics are to be made,which 
are perteétly diftinét and independant’ 

of each other. Firft, why the fecurity 

of Minorca was not fooner attended to,’ 
and not only a reinforcement fufficient 
for the defence of it, but a fleet ftrong. 
enough to prevent its being attack 

fen: to the Mediterranean. Secondly, 
whether admiral B—when he was there 

did his duty in the engagement, and af.. 

terwards ufed all the means he could to 

reinforce the place. 

Minorca is at {uch a diftance from En- 
gland, and fo near the French coaft, that, 
as foon as we began to take the French 
fhips, it was very natural to expett, that 
the French wouldendeavour to difpoffefs 
us of it, ifthere was any probability of 
fucceeding. Confidering then the length 
of the navigation from hence to that, 
place, and the uncertainty of the fea, 

EF prudence furely required zn immediate 
reinforcement to be fent to the garrifon, 
efpecially as the M—y could not but 
know, that the regiments there, if full 
and complete, were_much too weak to 
detend the place, andthat many of their 
officers wereabfent from their pots ; and 
that .no affitance wasto be expected 
from the inhabitants, but the con. 
trary. 

It. is very probable, that the Freach 
threatened an invafion of England, only 
to alarm us, and oblige us to keep our 
thips at home; but ‘tis poffible that if 
we had weakened our fleet too much by 
fending large {quadrons toAmerica, they 
mightactually have made a defcenthere, 
which it was the duty of our miniitry to 
provide againft; but this could be no 
objection againit fending a ftrong fleet 
to the Mediterranean ; for, if our whole 
fleet be fuperior to that of the French as 
4 to 3 (and I believe it is fuperior in a 
greater proportion) then if 25 fail of the 
ine had been fent to block up 20 fail of 
the French at Toulon, itis evident that 
we fhould fill have preferved our fupe- 

rionty

than we have in the whole. 

When our thips cruize off Bref, or a- 
ny of the French: ports in the channel, 
<a may by the weather be driven a- 
way, and the French have it in their pow- 
er to fail out unmolefted ; but our 
fquadron might have lain fecure in Hie- 
res Bay which is fo near Teulon, that it 
would have been impoffible forthe Freach 
fleet there to have failed out without 
theirknowledge, and our fhips nnght 


eafily have been fupplied with frefhpro- p 


vifions from Italy or Sardimia, and two 
at a time gone to Minorca to be cleaned, 
fothat not a thip there need have been 
more than nife or ten months without 
cleaning ; a few cruizers then would 
have made us maiters of the Mediterra- 
nean, and not only protected our own 
tvade there, but deftroyed the Freach. 

And, as our fleet was fent too late, fo 
was it likewife too weak for the pur- 
pofe. When fuch a valuable place, as 
Minorca, was at itake, as little was to 
be left to chance, as poffible ; it could 
not be depended upon, that Commodore 
Edgecombe would join Mr Byng; the 
French admiral might probably have 
aig it, and without that junétion, 
Mr B— would have been too weak in- 
deed, and the fault would have been im- 
puted to the M—yonly. They could 
not be ignorant of the weakneis of the 
garrifon of Minorca, nor of the advan- 
tages of Hieres Bay, and the convenien- 
cy it afforded for a fleet's lying therein 
{afety from the winds ; one would think 
too, that they might have known the 
number of fhips. at Toulon: that there- 
fore, Minorca was not more timely and 
more powerfully fuccoured, feéms to 
carry in it too ftrong an appearance of 
treachery and corruption, or at Jeaift, a 
fhameful neglec&t at home. And the 
manner, in which the intelligence of 
the French \anding there, was received 
a Englind, gives too plauiidie an ap- 
psarance to this prefumption. . Every 
ma immediately gave the ifland over 
for loft; notone of the miniftry offered 
to fay, that any care had been taken 
for its fecurity ; and General Blakency’s 
holding out fo long, feemed to be, what 
they did not expect. 

Some indeed {ay, that it is abfurd to 
fuppofe that any of our M—y could be 
guilty of corruption cr treachery, be- 
caufe it was their interelt to be taithtul 
to their king and country, who reward 
their Servants fo munificently, that they 
need not feek for rewards eliwhere. T 
thal very readily alow, that the real 


p tified. 
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intereft of a minifter is the fame with 

that of his country ; but real interef 

and apparent are not always the fame, 

and it is too common a thing to prefer 

appearances fo reality. When we are, 
told that Count Brel, prime minifter to 
the king of Polaud, elector of Saxony, is 
a penfioner of France, we do not icgruple. 
believing it ; tho’ it may he fup led 
that his mafter pays him fo well, that it, 
is both his duty and intereft to be faith- 

ful.. And, when we read in Burnet or 
Eachard, that acabal fold themfelves te. 
the French king, in Charles the Id’s time, , 
we give credit to the hiftorians, without 

feeing any abfurdity in their affértion, 
And, if ‘a ftri& enquiry be not made 
here, todemonftrate what were the real 

caufes of this fhameful negleét, whate- 
ver the prefent age may do, pofterity 
will probably believe; that Miaorca was 
loft by the influence of Freach gold, or 
the moit amazing feries of negligence. 

But whatever overfights or faults might 
have been committed at home ; what- 

ever might be the caufes of thefe faults, 

Admiral B—’s conduét may not be juf. 
It is then to be enquired, how 

he behaved, when he got there, and 

whether he did all in his power to de- 

ftroy the enemy, and relieve the place, 

Both lie, and Gen. Foavke feem to have 
aéted on the fame prefumption,that the 
M-—y didin England, that Mizorca maf 
be immediately loit, and that any fug- 
cours thrown into it, if that were prac- 
ticable, would not preferve the place, 
hut add to the lofs, and therefore the 
troops intended, or faid to be intended, 
to be fent from Gibraltar, were refufed, 
the fa@ has foewn, that this opinion was 
wrong, and that fuccours timely landed 
would have faved the place. 

Mr B—'s apologifts ae given a very 
circumftantial account of his prudent 
behaviour and zéal to {uccour the gar 
rifon till the 18th or 19th of May. 

But this gives us no fatisfactory ac- 
count of his behaviour in the aétion, or 
after it. 

Mr B— fays, ‘ We may july claim the 
victory” And what ufe did he make of 
that viétory ? —Why, togo hack again 
to Gibraltar, and to have the PLEAsuRE 
of telling Mr C—d, that he left Minorca 
upon the point of being taken without 
endeavouring to throw any fuccours ine 
to it. Strange ufe of a victory! con- 
querors ufuaily purfue the conquered— 
But that would have been tono purpoie ; 
tor they failed three feet to his one, 
theretore they could have got away from 
hin.—They might perhaps; as St,

Phillip’s caftle could not have failed a- 
way ; that ought to have been the ob- 
ject of his attention : then he ought to 
have endeavoured to have fent a letter 
to Mr Blakeney, and have learned from 
him who knew the ftate of the place, 
whether it was praécticable to land any 
fuccours, rather than from a council of 
war, who delivered their opinion upon 
uncertain reports. But Mr B— fays, 
two of his fhips were fo much damaged, 
that they could not atfea be made fit for 
anotherengagement. But is it not rea- 
fonable to fuppofe that fince the enemy 
retired, and left the victory to us, they 
had fuftained as much damage as we 
had ? they had no harbour to retire in- 
to any more than we hac, and confe- 
quently laboured under the fame difad- 
vantagesinrefitting. But Mr B—'s a- 
pologift tells you, the French fleet was 
greatly fuperior, if not in number of 

ips, yet, at leaft, in number of men 
and weight of metal, and gives youa 
dreadful account of the horrid mifchief 
they can do, more than the Englifb. The 
account he gives is faife, both as to the 
number of guns, and the proportion of 
the balls. Part, and only part, of our 
fquadron’engaged the enemy, and made 
them retire : It would feem then, that 
our balls did at leaft as much execution 
as theirs did. Mr B—’s thip, as he fays, 
was engaged with the Fowdroyant, the 
dreadful Foudroyant ! and what damage 
did he fuftain? not a man either killed 
or wounded. 

One of Mr B—'s advocates gives us 
the determination of a council of war, 
upon their being called to give their o- 
Pinion upon feveral queries. Before the 
members of this council are blamed for 
their determination, it fhould be enqui- 
red what influence was ufed, and what 
reprefentations were made to them, I 
fhali infert the queries and refolutions 
in their order, with the remarks on each. 

I. Whether an attack upon the French 
fleet gives any profpectof relieving Mi- 
norca ? 

Unanimouflly agreed, that it would not. 

If thisdetermination proceeded from 
the opinion of the engineers given un- 
der their hands, as mentioned by Mr 
B—’s apologift, (See p. 481) that it 
appeared to thein extremely dange- 
rous, if not impracticable, to throw 
fuccours into St. Philips, two queftions 
are to be afked. Whether the princi- 
pal of thofe engineers did not change 
* his opinion in that particular, after he 
lett Exglan/? and if he did, what in- 
duced him to change his epinion? how-

ever, as they did not determine it to be 

abfolutely impoffible, it was furely 

worth while to attempt it, as Minorca 

was inevitably gone without fuccours, 
A —There are many competent witnef- 

fes now in England who can tell, whe- 
ther it was praéticable to land any fuc- 
cours in Minorca, or not ;_ if it was, an 
hafty determiration of a council of 
war, procured perhaps upon a falfe re- 
prefentation, or by undue influence, 
will be no juttification ;—nor can it be 
thought a vindication of Mr B—, if it 
proceeded from a bad opinion of his 
conduét *.

© Undoubtedly the fieet could not have 
forced the French army to have raifed 
the fiege direétly ; but if by throwing 
fuccours into the garrifon, Gen. Blake. 
ney would have been enabled to.man the 
works, and allow his foldiers fome re- 
fpite from fatigue, the French troops 
could never have taken it, and muft at 
D jaft, if we had been matters of the fea, 
have been made prifoners themfelves, 

Q. HI. Whether Gibraltar would not 
be in danger by any accident, that 
might betal the fleet ? 

Unanimoufly agreed that it would be in 
danger. 

Minorca was in the moft imminent 
danger, and the more valuable of the 
two, and therefore its relief to be at- 
tempted firit. The French would not 
leave Minorca, before they had taken 
St Philip's, and then they would want 
tranfports, and a reinforcement of 
troops likewife, before they could at- 
tempt Gibraltar; and it would have 
been very itrange indeed, if betore they 
could do all thefe things, fuccours did 
not arrive from Exgland. In faét they 
did arrive. 

Q. IV. Whether an attack with our 
fleet in the prefent {tate of it, will not 
endanger the fafety of Gibraltar, and 
expofe the trade of the Mediterranean 
to great hazards? 

Unanimoufly agreed that it would. 

To palliate the cowardly hehaviour 
of fome in the fleet, the way of reafon- 
ing was, to confider the wortt, that couid 
poilibly happen, then to conclude it 
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* °Tis probable, it wi.lappear, that tho’ 
Mr B— had landed no fucccurs; but had only 
prevented the French trom Janding any more 
troops, St Plillip’s would net have been taken, 
ought 
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certainly would happen, and to act ac- 
cordingly: this is the way of reafon- 
ing here. . 

Mr B—'s apologift quotes one of Mr 
Fouquiere’s maxims, that a general 
ought not to fight, if he can gain no- 
thing by the victory; but here every 
thing concurred to urge him to fight 
at all events. In defperate cales deipe- 
rate remedies muit be applied. Minor- 
ca was upon the point of being loft. 
Nothing could fave it,but throwing fome 
fuccours into the place, nor could this 
be attempted, without beating the 
French fleet, which if done, the French B 
army would not have been fufficient 
without further reinforcements to carry 
en the fiege, which our victory at fea 
would have preven‘ed ; the French army 
themfelves muft have been made pri- 
foners, and an attempt, which has now 
been too fuccefsful, would then have 
been looked upon as rafh and ridiculous. 

Permit me now, to propofe another 
fet of queries, which might not impro- 
perly have been offered to the council 
of war, and would have fet the thing 
in a very different light. 

I. Whettier Minorca would not be D 
inevitably gone unlefs fome fuccours 
were thrown into St Pdillips ? 

II. Whether. there be any poffibility 
of doing this, but by beating the French 
fleet ? 

III. Whether it is not reafonable to 
fuppofe, that as the French retired be- E 
fore the Englifh, their fquardron was 
not at leaft as much damaged, as ours 
in the aétion ? 

IV. Whether, it might not be poffi- 
ble, if the French fleet was beaten, to 
throw fome fuccours into the place, 
which would enable general Blakeney to F 
hold out againit a much greater force, 
than the French had in Minorca ? 

V. Whether, if the Exgl/b fquadron 
fhould be beaten, it might not reafo- 
nably be fuppofed, that at leaft one 
half of the French fleet would be fo 
much damaged in the action, as tobe G 
obliged to return to Toulon to refit ? 

VI. Whether it could be fuppofed 
that the Freach would leave Minorca, to 
attack Gibraltar, betore they had taken 
the caitle of St. Phillip’s ; and when they 
had taken that, whether more men, 
fhips of war, and tranfports would not H 
be abfolutely. neceflary, betore they 
could make that attempt, and in the 
mean time whether a fupply trom Eng- 
land to Gibraltar, might not reafonably 
be depended upon? 

Whether the Mediterranean, trade 
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was likely to be moft expofed by admi- 
ral B—’s eontinuing in the Mediterrane- 
an, or going out of it? 

VIII. Whether in the defperate fitua- 
tion of things, it was not abfolutely 
neceflary for admiral B— to run fome 
hazard, and rather to attend to the

tHe remote danger of Gibraltar ? 

Which of the two fets of queries was 
the moft proper to be laid before a 
council of war, and to put things ina 
true light, and what anfwer mutt have 
been given to them, is left to the judg- 
ment of the candid reader. 


Mr URBAN, 
W latever right the Britif& eleGtors 
may have to inftruct their re- 
prefentatives, I hope we may deny, 
without being guilty of treafon againt 
the majefty ot the people, that they are 
perfectly qualified for directing the ad- 
miniftration of ourpublic affairs. I wouid 
by no means call in queftion the natu- 
ral abilities of our mayors and alder- 
men, &c. I will fuppofe their penetra- 
tion as great as that of the moft faga- 
cious ftatefmen; yet, without giving 
offence, I imagine we may aflert, that 
there are fome few things neceffary to 
be’known, which poffibly may have ef- 
caped the attention of thefe profound 
politicians. Nay, we may fafely go a 
ftep farther, and affirm, that thefe ve- 
nerable perfonages have interpofed 
their judgment, and dictated to their. 
reprefentatives in fome matters, of 
which it is impoffible that they fhould 
be proper judges. 
“* Foreign mercenaries mutt inftantly 
be difmiffed ; our militia muft, be 
armed ; they will ftrike terror into 
** our enemies ; or, fhould France dare 
*¢ to invade us, would foon make her 
“* repent fo de{perate an enterprize.” 
Yet, they who fo confidently infift up- 
on thefe meafures being purfued, were 
they to be examined, would be found 
deficient, in the firft rudiments of po- 
litics. How many, or rather how few, 
of our wifeft aldermen, know what 
number of land forces are at prefent in 
the kingdom ; what is the condition of 
our navy ; how many fhips and fayors 
are at hand to defend-us ; or when this 
militia can be raifed ; of what time it 
will take to dilcipline them ; or indeed, 
whether, confiftently with their atten- 
tion to ether bufineis, they can ever be 
difciplined. On the other hand, what 
is the ftrength of the French navy, 
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' what new acceffion of power our ene- 
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ties may derive from their neigh- 
bours; whether a defcent upon England 
js practicable or not. A determination 
of thefe feveral queftions would any 
-man atk of the freemen of our feveral 
corporations ? Many of them never faw 
a fhip ; not one of them, poffibly, was 
ever in a battle, (unlefs over a bottle) 
fome of them never read a defcription 
of one ; yét thefe are the gentlemen 
who undertake to direét, in fome de- 

ree, our military afairs : They can 
Setermine better ch an our moft expe- 
rienced generals, that we are able to 
fight our own battles, and need no fo- 
reign afliftance. 

But farther ; to do them juftice, they 
have added their reafons for the dif- 
miffion of foreigners—“ Their conti- 
«* nuing with us freftects difhonour on 
the nation.”"—Yet France keeps in pay, 
and without reproach, feveral foreizn 
regiments. Belides, it is better to be 
difgraced, than to run the rifk of being 
deftroyed. 7 

« But thefe foreigners will trample 
«¢ upon our laws and liberties.”—Shall 
then Exglifhmen, who defy the whole 

wer of France, be afraid left 15,000 
Sorentes fhould enflave them ? Shall we 
defpife (as we affeé&t to do) the moft 
mighty prince in Europe, and dread an 
handful of men ? Are we fo brave, and 
yet fo timorous ? : 

But our militia will anfwer every 
purpofe. Be it fo; Yet why fo zealous 
to difmifs 15,000 men trained up to 
arms, before even the plan of a militia 
is fettted ? or, if the wifdom of parlia- 
ment had laid the beftregulated fcheme, 
can their commands inftantly make 
foldiers ? They muft long be a mob, 
before they can be an army. 

Still America muft not be neg- 
 Je&ted.”—A ftrong reinforcement, 
probably 5000 men at leaft, muft be 
fent thither. —Now I would, with de- 
ference to the wifdom of our fuperiors, 
humbly enquire whether, when 20,000 
foldiers are fent out of the kingdom, 
we fhall be able, with the few which 
are left, to ftand againft an enemy, 
who is as crafty as he is powerful. 
Such a difgrace in our own channel, as 
hath twice happened to us in the Medi- 
terranean, may lay us open to be inva- 
ded by the whole army of France. Be- 
fides, the vigilance of the wifeft admi- 
niftration, and courage and conduct of 
the braveft admirals, cannot command 
the winds and waves. When the 
prince of Orange came over, the ele- 
ments were thought to fight for him. 
But alas! we cannot depend on their 
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friendfhip ; thofe very winds and wave¢ 
which wafted over the fleet of the guar. 
dian of liberty, and fuffered not the 
Englifo navy to approach hin, may con- 
{pire to enflave us, and expofe us to the 
Arefentment of a nation, which always 
hated us, but is now enraged to the 
laft degree, and bent upon our utter 
deftruction.

whofe occafions require them to travel, that 
arguments to prove it are needlefs. Great

bewildred, many miles out of his way, and 
perhaps in danger, as well as in fear, of being 
robbed and murder’d !

Aajwer to the King of Pruffia’s Motives &c. 

Fter over-running the eleétorate of 
A Saxony with Pruffian troops, and tear- 
ing it from its legal poffeffor, after violate- 
ing the law of nations, and trampling un- B 
der foot the refpect due toa queen, and 
whilft the king of Po/and is ftill threatened 
with a deplorable fate, the luft of domina- 
tion and aggrandizement, by which the king 
of Pruffia is guided, has led him to attack 
the kingdom of Bobewia, and again open 
there the theatre of his hoftilities. 

The circumftances and confequences of C 
this double infraétion of the peace by the 
court of Pruffa, being quite extraordinary, 
the impartial public could not but be ex- 
tremely impatient for the publication of the 
fundamental] motives of fiuch a ftrange pro- 
ceeding, and expected to fee the moft pro- 
found myfteries of the cabinets of ftate ful- 
ly revealed. Never was expectation more 


difappointed. The laft memorial or decla- 
ration of war of the king of Prufia contains 
nothing but expreffions that palpably con- 
tradiét each other; and after invention had 
been ftretched to the utmoft, no motives 
are affigned that have the leaft air of proba- 


bility. The king of Prujia, being utterly 
unable to find matter to fill a declaration of 
war, the very .fingular and extraordinary 
idea occurred to him after he had invaded 
Saxony, that poffibly he might pick out of 
the private papers, which he took out of 
the king of Poland’s cabinet at Drefden, fome 
proofs to confirm what he had advanced of 
an offenfive treaty between the two imperi- 
al courts, and thus give the lye to the em- 
prefs queen’s affertion, that the imputati- 
on of fuch a treaty was falfe and forged. 

The court of Vienna having ftri@tly ad- 
hered to truth, had nothing to apprehend 
from all thefe refearches. It hath even de- 
monittrable reafons for believing, that ifthe 
contents of the cabinet of Potzdamcould be 
Jaid before the public, they would therein 
fee, with inexpreffible aftonifhment, projects 
for corrupting faithful fervants, bound to 
their mafters by the obligation of oaths ; 
for ftirring up foreign fubje€s to rebel ; for 
oppreffing very confiderable co-eftates of 
the empire; for reviving illegal claims to 
whole provinces ; and for fomenting horri- 
ble rebellions in powerful kingdoms. 

What would all Europe and the moft dif- 
tant pofterity have thought, had the em- 
prefs-queen of Hungary and Bohemia, know- 
ing fuch dangerous defigns of a neighbour, 
deterred proceeding to counter preparations 
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of war, when her fworn enemy had been 
employ’d for fonte weeks about the moft 
ferious warlike preparations: or had her 
majefty, yielding to the indecent menaces 
of Pruffia, difcovered fo much meannefs as 
to declare, that in the time of public peace 
fhe accepted of a truce for two years? 
fcarce would fhe have fulfilled on her part, 
fuch a mifplaced declaration, when the 
king of Pruffia, pleafed to find that he had 
played off his artifices fo fuccefsfuily, and 
rendered our defenfive preparations ufeiefs, 
would have notwithftanding attacked Bobe- 
mia, and ftijl have purfued his hoftile defigns, 

Our judgment of the king of Pruffia’s 
defigns is only the natural confequences of 
actions feveral times committed by that 
prince in the fight of all Europe: and at the 
very time when he was making thefe pro~ 
pofals to us, he gave a new inftance of his 
manner of acting, fince in entering Saxony 
he acted diametiically contrary to the af- 
furances he had given ; thus abiding nei- 
ther by his formal engagements, nor by his 
royal word, when it ferves his fecret ends. 

The public have already feen, in the rée- 
feript fent by her imperial majefty to her 
minifters at toreign courts, in what man- 
ner the king hath prefumed to call theem- 
prefy-queen repeatedly to account concern- 
ing her defenfive meafures ; in what man- 
ner he has attempted to make a crime of 
them ; and what turn he wanted to giveto 
the fituation of affairs. In his manifefto 
he advances things equally void of founda- 
tion, He maintains, that fcarce was the 
treaty of Dre/den concluded when the court 
of Vienna ftudioufly endeavoured to elude 
and make it void, ¢ 

The only grievance alledged againft us, 
however, is only this, that feven years after 
the conclufion of the treaty, that is in 1753, 
the duty on goods manufaétured in Pruffarz 
Silkefia was augmented. It is aftonifhing 
that Prufia thouid touch upon this ftring, 
fince the king was the firft to augment the 
cuftoms, and was guilty of divers othet 
contraventions, not only againft every arti- 
cle of this treaty, but alfo againft that of 
Breflau ; in fo much that had not her impe 
rial majefty been accuftomed to facrifice 
her moft juft motives of refentment to her 
love of peace, fhe would have long ago, 
efpecially after her reprefentations proved 
inefte@tual, had recourfe to arms to revenge 
herfelf, which the does at prefent only to 
detend herfeif. - To juftify tuily all that is 
advanced here we fhali foon lay before the 
pubiic a detail of our grievances, without, 
however, including all. In the mean 
time, that every one may judge of the com- 
mercial differences that have-arifen, we 
fhall only obferve, that the whole affair 
confifts in this, that the king of Pruffa 
wants, on his part, to confine the words 
exprefly ftipulated in the 6th article of the 
treaty of Breflax, and the 8th of that of 
Drefdex 
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Drefden, refpettive dominions, countries, and 
fubjecis, and reciprocal dominibns and fubjcés, 
to Siffia and the county of Glarz, which 
were ceded to him ; and pretends that the 
meaning of thefe words ought to extend, 
op owr part, to all our hereditary domini- 
ons, and thence infers that Sifa and Glatz, 
tho’ ceded to the faid king, and thereby ceaf- 
ing to be a part of our hereditary domini- 
ons, ought neverthelefs, with regard to 
trade, to be confidered cn the fame foot as 
thefe, and enjoy the fame advantages. It 
is unnecefflary to enlarge farther to prove 
that fuch an interpretation is manifeftly re- 
pughant to the two paffages ahove cited. 
In the fame Prufian manifefto fome other 
complaints are brought agzinft the court of 
Vienna. They have formed, it is faid, pro- 
je@s of extreme confequence ; they have 
dangerous views: and the court of Pruffia 
endeavours on their part to develope and 
expofe themina proper light, To do this 
they are forced to go back to the time of 
the emperor Ferdinand U1, for at prefent 
they find not enough to charge the court of 
Ficuna with, and it is from thofe diftant 
ages that they want to borrow motives for 
going to war at this tim¢. 
- But this fame archducal houfe of A4:- 
frria, which ftill exjfis, is not afraid to 
maintain, that in all the annals of their 
monarchy no traces will be found of any 
enterprizes on their part tending to fet afide 
the primary laws of the empire; to opprefs 
its members ; to feize their dominions for 
the fake of conveniency ; to perfecute by 
unheard of oppreffions a whole royal fami- 
ly under affurances of a diffembled friend- 
thip ; to overturn the peace and tranquilli- 
ty of the empire ; to attack in an hoftile 
manner a neighbouring ftate of the empire, 
becaufe it puts itfelfin a pofture of defence ; 
to endeavour to impofe upon the whole 
Germannic body, atthe expence of its confti- 
tution, arbitrary-laws; to carry off men 
every where, notwithftanding the reclama- 
tions made by ail; to revenge by unheard 
of ass the complaints made thereof; in 
iine, to attempt to introduce, by the op- 
_pretiion of the weak and dcfencelefs ftates, 
a formidable defpotifm over all the empire. 
Unhappily this fame archducal houfe is not 
forced to rumage the records of antient 
times, in order to fhew fuch like imputati- 
ens on Prufia. The houte of Pruffia and 
Brandenburg furnifhes in the times in which 
we five, ample proofs, that the reigning 
king hath, on ail occafions, ftudied to di- 
minifh, and even totally to deftroy, the 
independance of the ftates, as he hath done 
in the county of Mecklenburg and in Saxony, 
The king of Prifia ftrives in vain 20 
charge her majefty the emprefS queen with 
cetigns fimilar to his own, He thereby 
but acgments the general diftruft which all 
impartial people have conceived of his de- 
ciarations, to which he cannet give the leas} 
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air of probability. He wants to deprive 
the ftates of the empire of their difcern- 
ment and fecling, by which they acquire a 
proper idea of multiplied oppreffions, of 
violent attacks on their rights of indepen- 
dancy, of menacing enterprifes, and of the 
infignificancy of his fugared fpeeches, 
There are but too many ftates of the em- 
pire of -both religions, who know from ex- 
perience, that if they have hitherto efcaped 
P¥uffian oppreffion it is wholly owing to the 
fapport they have received from the archdu- 
cal houfe of Aufiria, Hence the king of 
Priffia finding always this hoyfe in his way 
when he fets about his encroaching exploits 
in the empire, has long conceived fuch a 
violent hatred againft it, that, devoured by 
his burning defire to be revenged on it, he 
employs every means that feems to tend to 
that end, and in his pafiion often forgets 
what he owes to his own royal dignity and 
to amiable truth, which can never long 
remain visled,

Cc Ke calls God, but not his aétions, to 


witnefs, that he makes war only to divert 
from his dear country the calamities of war, 
at a time when not a foul in Germany would

andfword, {In all that he has publifhed re- 
lating to the pretended motives of his con- 
duét, he has intermixed fo’ many contradic- 
tory circumftances, that he plainly fhews he 
is not defirous of the public approbation, 
and fufficiently proves that he fatisfies him- 
felf with his own ambitious imagination, 
and glories in not being bound by any laws, 
under whatever name they are known. 
For otherwife, how is it poffible that he 
fhould tell us a ftory of a camp pretended 
to be mark’d out long ago on the frontiers 
of Silefia near Holzeplorz and Faromitz, and 
of upwards of 80,000 Auffrians that were 
there to be affembled ? how, ctherwife, 


F could he pofitively sert fometimes the ac- 


tual exiftence of an offenfive alliance be- 
tween the imperial courts of Vienna and 
Rzfia, and at other times, by the affiftance 
of a warm imggination, fufpe& offen- 
five Concerts, and afcribe to the erprefs- 
queen’s defigns what every one will eafily 
acknow!edge to belong to the king of Prufia, 
> whilft it is notorious to the whole univerfe, 
that the emprefs-queen hath always made 
her happinefs effentially confift in feeking 
to live in peace and union, with every 
power, and in religioufly fulfilling her en- 
gagements. 
It was with thefe upright views, and to

five engagements with the odious title of an 
offenfive treaty againft the Ortoman porte. 
He alfo plainly thews the crown of France 
by his infraétion of the peace, that the 
union of the moft chriftian king with the 
houfe of Aufria excited him to produce fo 
much the fconer, by his hoftile aggreffion 
the Cafus Federis, and fo proves what little 
regard he hath for the father in law of the 
dauphin, All that the king of Prujfia af- 
fumes to charge the court of Vienna and 
others with, relating to a confpiracy, is an 
ill-judged. imputation, which never has 
place between fovereigns, and which can 
only be laid on rebel fubjects. Such 
confpiraces ought to be ranked with the 
projects of thofe who in their plans of ag- 
grandifement admit, without diftinction, 
al] means that ferve their arabition. 

Her imperial majefty declares the king of 
Pruffia’s imputation, that fhe wanted to en- 
gage the crown of £ng/and in’a confpiracy 


.againft him, to be falie and forged. Her 


imperial majefty appeals to the teftimony of 


his breaft, were to feem the confequences of 
that zeal with which he pretended to be fil- 
led for the fupport of the proteftant religion, 
which was difturbed or threatened by none: 
whereas the perfons of beft fenfe of that 
very religion are convinced, that. if only the 
fupport of religion was in queftion, the king 
of Prufiia would not facrifice one private fal- 
dier to the caufe, Neverthelefs in thefe un- 
happy times his Prufian majefty charges 
his minifter at Ratifbon and his other emif+ 
fariesto make an offer of his affiftance totle 
proteftant eftates, who it is pretended are 
opprefs’d ; fcarecrows are every where icf 
up 5 and by all thefe artifices he throws duit 
in the eyes of the public in order to blind 
them or divert their fight from what is ac- 
ting in Saxony and Bobemia againtt two of the 
principal ftates of the empire ; wiere fo 
many thoufand proteftants have been ftripc, 
in the former of thofe countries, of their ii- 
berty and properties ; and where the flames 
of war are {preading from country tocountry.

the fappofitions with which he endeavours 4 


to remove this ftaitt, are merely imaginary. 
The methods he employs ate evafions and 
ftratagems. The project of the Pruffians 
to attack the houfe of Au/ria a fourth time 
is of amore antient date than the public has 
been informed of. It was with a view to 
this that the facred law of nations was vio- 
lated by corrupting and carrying off the fe~ 
cfetary of count Pueb/a the imperial minifter 
at Berlin, who formally reclaimed him ; and 
when the equitable and pacific convention 
concluded between her imperial majefty and 
the moft chriftian king gave him a reafon 
to think that he had mifféd his aim, the moft 
facred bonds of fociety were too weak to 
reftrain him from proceeding to an open 
rupture. War was commenced before it 
was declared. And thus het majefty the 
emprefs-queen of Hungary and Bohemia finds 
herielf attacked in her German dominions by 
an unjuft and implacable enemy ; and thus 
the is obliged to repel force by force, and to 
draw out all the forces that heaven hath gi- 
ven her. 

Her majefty confidently promifes herfelf 
that her faithful allies will furnith her with 
the neceffary fuccours ; and the doubts not 
that ail cther potentates, feeing how much 
the law of nations and the majefty of fove- 
reigns is violated, will efpoufe the caufe of 
the party offended, She hopes that in par- 
ticular her co-eftates of the empire will re- 
member their focial obligations, and the dan- 
ger théy themfelves srein. They will doubt- 
lefs give proofs of their zeal for their 
country, and evince how dear they hold the 
fupport of theif ineftimable liberties: they 
will thew that Germaz blood ftill tuns in their 
veins ; they will take vigorous refolutions 
againft the difturber of #he public peace ; 
they will unite all their forces to fupport the 
independency, to reftore to their country its 
former tranquillity, and to the laws their 
luftfe and vigour, as becometh German bra- 
very andthe dignity of the empire. Her 
imperial and royal majefty fets ther the ex- 
ample. Withthefe pure and innocent views, 
fhe lifts up her eyes to himwho alone ftreng- 
theneth hofts, revengeth innocence, and giv- 
eth a bleffing to arms folely employed for 
its own defence, to him who knows the 
appointed time for humbling the proud, and 
eonfounding their mifchievous devices. 


After comparing the motives, which the 
King of Prufia has fet forth, with the 
above reply of the emprefs queen, the read- 
er may judge how great the enmity muft 
be, that at prefent fubfifts between the con- 
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tending parties. In this fituation we thaif 
Jeave them to take notice of an incident 
which deferves to be remember’d. 

“His Prufian majetty having heard 
great encomiums of the fuperintendant of 
the Lutherans at Drifden as a preacher, 
went one day accompanied by the prince 
of Pruffia, the princes Henry and Ferdinand, 
Marthal Keith, and feveral other -yeneral 
officers, to hear him. The fuperintendant, 
tho” he knew nothing of his coming, never- 
thelefs adapted his difcourfe to the occafion, 
& without entering into thofe political views 
which are foreigh to the puipit, he confi- 
dered the invafion and preient fituation of 
Saxeny as the confequence of the Almighty’s 
decrees, who when he ftretches out his hand 
over the nations brings about the moft un- 
forefeen events. He flightly paffed over 
the fingular circumftance of two monarchs 
at peace with each other, one of whora 
entered the territories of the other, who 
was thereby compeiled to leave his domi- 
nions. Hebefought the Almighty with the 
utmoft fervour to put an end to the mif- 
fortunes of Saxony, by iriclining the hearts 
of the two princes to a perfect re-union, 
that mutual peace and confidence might 
reign between their refpeftive fubjects, 
Then turning to the king of Prufia, he re- 
commended Saxony to his royal clemency 
and goodnefs, He conjured him to take 
compaifion upon its deplorable ftate, by 
all thofe extraordinary talents with which 
heaven had fo liberally endowed him, and 
which were given, he faid, to the few who 
poffefied them, with no other intent than to 
be employed in contributing to the happi- 
nefs of their fellow creatures. His fermon 
was fo pathetic as to draw tears from the 
whole audiences His Pruffian majefty ap- 
peared not unmoved, and when it was 
ended, fent for the preacher, and told him, 
* Sir, your difcourfe equally pleafed and edi- 
* fied mé: and I wifh your prayers may be 
* heatd.

at that diftance, and folate in the evening. 
Capt. Everitt appeared, and defired to 
hear the articles of the charge, he not hap- 
pening to bein court when they were for- 
merly read, which was objected to by Mr 
Byng, as contrary to the cuftom of the 
court; but the. captain requefting it, the 
fame wereread. Capt. Everitt being fworn, 
and haying fome .papers in his hand, was 
He anfwered, they 
were minutes he had taken from the fhip’s 
log book and his own journal, to refreth his 
memory : to the ufing of which Mr Byng 
objeéted, the log-book not being proper 
teftimony, whereupon the court was clea- 
red to deliberate upon the point. Upon the 
court’s being opened again, their opinion 
was, that thofe minutes might be ufed to 
refrefh his memory upon fuch points only 
as fell immediately under his own obfervae 
tion, In the courfe of his examination it 
appeared, that there was all poffible dif- 
patch made, and no unneceffary delay if 
the failing of the flect from Se. Helens. to 
Gibraltar, and tzom titcace to Mabon ; that 
the 
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the Buckingbam’s men were healthy, having 
but two incapable of coming to their quar- 
ters ; that they had about 90 or 100 tuns 
of water. on board ; that they got fight of 
the ifland of Minorca about 6 in the morh- 
ing of the 1g of May ; that about 11 in the 
forenoon they were'two leagues diftant 
from St Philip's Caftle, and believed that was 
the neareft diftance he was to it ; that a- 
bout two in the afternoon the French fleet 
was feen déftinétly, ftanding to the weft- 
ward, but could not fay at what diftance ; 
that our fleet was ftanding to the S. E. the 
wind at S,S, W. moderate fine weather ; 
that on the 20 of May, about f in the morn- 
ing, they faw the French fleet preparing for 
engagement, The like queftions were pro- 
pofed to him as to rear Adm. We; and 
in his anfwers, was of opinion, that the ad- 
miral’s divifion might have carried all their 
fail, and thereby affifted the van and pre- 
vented them from receiving fo much fire 
from the enemy’s rear, Mr Byng was afk'd 
whether he chofe to afk. Capt. Everitt any 
queftions ; to which he replied, he had no 
gueftions to propofe then, but fhould have 
occafion to afk him fome hereafter, therefore 
defired he might. be kept in the way for 
that purpofe. Capt. Everitt faid he thould 
have been very glad if thefe queftions could 
then be afked, as he was under failing or- 
ders with Adm. We#. Mr Byng aniwered, 
he could not propofe them at that time, but 
would as foon 4s poffible ; upon which 
Capt. Eaeritt was ordered to attend the 
court. Mr Byxg then informed the court 
that he wanted to utk Ld Bizkeney fome 
queftions ; wherefore the general was or- 
dered to attend next morning at 9 o'clock, 
to which time the court then adjourned. 

Sat. Fan. 1. Ld Bizkeney appeared in court, 
in confequence of Mr Bynz’s when 
the admiral propofed a ve ail fub- 
ftance of which, and the anfwe ere as 
follow: Whether if the admiral had landed 
the troops it could have faved St Philip’s 
from failing into the hands of the enemy ? 
his lord{hip faid, it was impoffible for him 
toanfwer that queftion with any certainty ;

Then the four-firit lieutenants of the 
Buckingham Capt. Everitt, Adm. 7Vef’s own 
thip, were examined, and all agreed that 
they knew of no impediment to hinder the 
admiral and his divifion from coming to the 
affiftance of the van, which was clofely en- 
gaged, and raked by the enemy’s rear as 
they came up; and that the admiral was not 
feen by them to go to a clofe engagement 
with the enemy, agreeable to his own fig- 
nals, 

Monday, Fan. 3. Capt. Everitt was crofs- 
examined by the court and Mr Syng, and be- 
iog afked how many guns the fhipsin the yan

Wf beat off two thipss tho’ he 
had but 5 fhips to their 6, and ours {mal- 
ler thips than theirs, and their metal hea- 
vier, How the wind ? anfwer, as faira 
dle as could be wifhed for, Whether he 
fad too muchor two little ? anfwer, Juft e- 
nough and no more. What fail had Mr 
Byng ? anfwer, his lower courfes, top and 
top-gallant-fails full; but his main fail, 
main-top-fail, and top-gallant-fail, aback. 

The court then afked Mr Byng if he fhould 
have occafion to ak Capt. Eweritt, or any 
of the Buckingbam’s people, any more quef- 
tions ; and being anfwered in the negative, 
the captain and, the reft of the officers of 
the Buckingham were difcharged from any 
further attendance on the court, and were 
informed they might repair on board their 
fhips. 

Capt. Gkbrift fworn, He acquainted the 
court, that he was fituated opojite the rear 
admiral on the 2oth of May, to repeat fg- 
mals. in the courfe of his examination he 
faid, every hip did not bear down at a pro- 
der diftance toattack the enemy, according 
to fignals thrown out for that purpofe by 
the admiral, about half an -hour_pait two 
O'clock ; but that the rear admiral and his - 
divifion bore dowa right before the wind, 
and hauled up oppofite to their proper thips, 
and attacked the enemy, except the Def- 
ance, which appeared to be rather a-head 5 
thatthe thips inthe rgar were in a line of 
battle a head; upon which the Defiance 
threw all a-bacis, and fell.down upon her 
proper fhip, the headmoit thip of the ene- 
my ; thatthe admiral did not bear down 
before the wind upon the enemy, nor any, 
of his diviffon; that the Frencb fleet, at 
the time of the fignal for engaging, were 
all lying to with their maintopiails to the 
mafts ; and that our van was in the &me 
pofition : he could not take upon him te 
fay whether the admiral ever engaged ata 
proper diftance, on account of the fmoke 
from the firinzs of the Revenge, Pfs Leuifa, 
and Trident, agreed that the wind, weather, 
and fituation of the enemy’s fleet, was fuch 
as to enable them to engage at a proper dif- 
tance; that the fhips in therear did not 
make ail the fail they could to clofe with 
the enemy, from the time the fignal was 


H given for battle tiil the a¢tion was over; 


but, that in the latter part of the action, Mr 
Byng fet all his fail, except the top-gallant- 
fails ; thatthe wind and weather was fuch 
that he couvid have carried all the failin the 
fhip that he tommanded, and knew of no 

reafon 
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reafon why they could not do the fame ; 
that the van of our fleet was engaged about 


an hour and a quarter ; that the admiral * 


did not continue in the fame pofition, but 
Kept lafking away, angling from the ene- 
my ; that he faw the Ramzllies fire ; that 
the diftance of fome of the rear divifién from 
the van feemed to be about three miles ; 
that he made no doubt if the rear had car- 
ried fail, all along, but they might have pre- 
vented the enemy’s rear from pouring fome 
oftheir fire into our van ; and that the dif- 
tance between our rear and their van was 
occafioned by our rear throwing their top- 
fails a back when they began to fire. 

Capt Hervey, of the Phenix,fworn. He 
was ftationed a-breaft the admiral to repeat 
fignals ; that about 43 minutes after two, 
fignal was made for the Deptfard to quit the 
line ; and about 50 minutes after 2,the Ra-, 
millies began to fire uponthe enémy, having 
before that received the fire of the3 ftern- 
moft thips of the enemy fer about ro or 12 
minutes, in which time he obferved fome of 
the enemy's fhot to fall between the Ram/- 
es and his fhip the Phazix ; about the fame 
time he obferved the Intrepid’s forctop to 
be loft ; he obferved then, that the quick 
motion of the Intrepid in bearing down, had 
oecafioned her to be raked by the enemy, 
to lofe her topmiaft, and run the rifk of fal- 
ling on board the admiral, who was then 
engaged, and might not fee them time e- 
nough toprevent it. Some timeafter the 
Ramilies ceafed fire, the r1th fhip in the ene- 
my’s line bore away from the Ramiliies fire, 
as was concluded by the peeple on board ; 
shat the Cidloden fired but a few times, and 
ata greater diftance than the Remilltes; that 
the whole fire ceafed about five in the af- 
ternoon ; that the enemy feemed to go off 
from the fire of our van, fome of them not 
damaged. 

Tuelday, Fan. 4. Capt Hervey re-exami- 
ned till near two, with very little variation 
from the narrative he had given the court 
the day before. 

Capt Amburft was exanined, which laft- 
ed along time, and he and all the officers 
that have yet been examined, acquit the ad- 
miral of any unneceffary delays; but could 
not {peak pofitively as to the admiral’s con- 
dué& during the engagement. 

Wedn. Fan. 5.-Mr Loyd, a Lieutenant, 
and Mr Philips, avolunteer on board the 
fleet, but now a captain, were examined ; 
in whofe examination nething particular ap- 
peared, further than has been already noted. 

Thurfday, Fan. 6, The lieutenant of the 
Lancafter was examined, and then a gentle- 
man who was a vclunteer on board; their 
evidence feemed very ciear and certain as to 
fome particular faéts which fell immediate- 
ly under their obfervation, and which feem 
not much te be in favour of the admiral,

R St George is an eminent merch- 

ant in Thames-fireet, and as ho- 
neft a man as ever lived: He has culti- 
vated almoft every branch of trade, and 
is a very great dealer in the woollen ma- 
nufacture, the corn-trade, and fuch like 
folid commerical advantages.

for his kindred and followers. 

Harry was fir a cabbin-boy on board 
a man of war, but he foon left that life, 
and went to fervice.

Mr Urgan, 
A French /bip called Le Jeune Pierre, 
was taken, on the firft of Nov. laft, by 
Capt. Dyer inthe Defiance privateer.

gnd corre@ our faults ; I have therefore 
fent it you for your Supplement, and you 
may afjure your readers upon the bigheft au- 
thority that it is genuine. . B. 
Bourdeaux, Aug. 17, 1756: 
Wrote to you in my laft, of the ta- 
king of Fort St Philip, fince when our 
troops are returned to Frame, as allo 
our iquadron ; they have left only 1 
battalions to curd the ifland. The 
Englifh have fent a reiptorcement of 
fhips into the Mediterranean, ander the 
command of Admiral Hawke, who is 
advanced as far as Minorca with 22 fail. 
Our fquadron is not difarmed, but, on 
the contrary, has takeu in provifions 
for three months, and, according to 
the laft advices from Toulon, is a@ually 
to goout to meet the Exgli/h. It feems 
that our enemies have no other view 
than taking our merchant fhips ; they 
have fuffered Minorca to be taken, the 
fiege whereof was covered but by 12 
fhips of the line: They fent Admiral 
Byng, with 13 thips of the line, and his 
orders were to beat us, and raife the 
fiege. This reminds me of Tigranes, 
who ordered a detachment of his troops 
to go, take, and bring to him bound,- 
the Roman army commanded hy Lu- 
cullus. The order to Byng was equall 
prefumptuous, and equally ineffertual. 
Poor Byng, after having been beaten b7 
M. de la Gal finniere, has, to heap dif- 
grace and injuttice upon him, been 
perfecuted and haraffed by his own 
nation, after having done his duty, and 
by a prudent retreat faved a fquadron 
which had been very roughly handled. 
The reinforcement which they have 
fent under the command of Hawke, 
came to Mahon a day after the fair. In 
April they alfo fent a fquadron to Caza- 
da, to intercept the fhips laden with 
troops and ammunition, which we fent 


Gthiher; but this fcheme being planned 


after the {ame manner as that of the 
fuccours fent to Mizorca, our troops 
and ammnnition were landed before 
the Englifh {fquadron arrived. But if- 
the Engli/b miniiter acts in fo weak a 
manner, ours makes himfelf admired 


H by the excellence of his conduét, at 


the fame time that we labour with an 
expedient never before known _ in 
France, to re-eftablith our marine. The 

tor- 
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formidable appearance of our troops 
along the fea coaft, and of the Bref 
fquadron, which has been ready to {ail 
at a moment's warning ever fince the 
beginning of March, ttrikes terror into 
Great Britain. The houfe of Axfria, 
which has always hitherto been fo inti- 
mately allied to England, has been ta- 
ken off, anda treaty of friendfhip and 
defence, which was figned at Ver/ailles 
the 1ft of May, unites the houfe of 
Bourbon to the Queen of Hungary. 

You fee, my dear brother, that at pre- 
fent our affairs weara favourable afpect; 
they reckon, that by next {pring we 
fhall have about 80 thips of the line to 
face the Englifo, and endeavour to 
take from them the title of fovereign of 
the fea, which they would arrogate to 
themfelves. Spainis as yet neuter, but 
if all Evrope were fo, we alone thall be 


ftrong enough to lower the pride of C 


England: She fees it, and ftrives to fet 
all Europe in a flame ; God forbid the 
fhould fucceed. J. J. Poen.

down and demolifhing mills, breaking 
open granaries, ftopping carriages and 
boats laden with corn for market, or 
going from one part of the nation to 
another where it was more wanted, 
and violently carrying away flour and 

rain of all kinds, in open defiance of 
the law, which was intended to fecure 
to every man his property, are matters 
of melancholy confideratlon, and re- 
quire the fpeedieft and moft effectual 
reftraint, left {preading further general 
confufion fhould (as 1t would inevita- 
bly) enfue. 

If the civil magiftrate’s authority. is 
not fufficient, the military force ought 
to be employed in fuppreffing fuch 
fhameful and deftruétive practices. In 
thefe times of fcarcity I know the. far- 
mers have been ill thought of. I have 
feen it, more than once, afferted in the 
papers, that they have kept their corn 
from the markets with a view to raife 
the price of it. Such a detenfion, could 
it be proved, is highly criminal, and 
deferves public refentment. But what 
little ground there is for fuch a charge 
will appear trom what I have now to 
oifer. 

[ live in the country, and can, from 
undoubted authority, affure you, that 
for feveral miles round me the crop 
upon the ground. lait harveft was nor,

at an average, one half in bulk what it 
ufed to be, and becaufe of the remarka- 
ble fmallnefs of the ear.and grain in it, 
the fame apparent bulk did not pro- 
duce half the quantity as formerly. 


A Judge then how great muit be the de- 


ficiency in the whole! I deny not, but 
in fome parts the bulk might be as 
large this as it was the laft, or for fome 
years before, yet I can affirm, and af- 
ci truly, that the prodigious fmall- 
nefs of the corn is a complaint all over 
the nation. Some of my neighbours, 
who commonly fold thirty quarters of 
wheat, and as many or more of barley, 
in a year, have fcarce as much of the 
former as will ferve the neceflary occa- 
fions of their families, and of the lat- 
ter they cannot vend, either in the 
market or amongft their poor neigh- 
bours at home, one third of that quan- 
tity. What adds to the misfortune is, 
their fheep are rotten, which, with the 
lofles they lately fuftained by the di- 
ftemper amongit the horned cattle, the 
rents of their farms the fame as in 
better times, and the exceflive high 
wages of fervants and labourers, have 
brought many an honeit family, that 
lived in good credit and repute, into 
the moft deplorable circumftances. 

In fhort, though not a more ufeful 
body of men in the kingdom, I know 
rene more truly objects of compafiion, 
than many tillers of lands at this da 
are. I would not (God forbid I fhould 


>» be an advocate for the hardfhips and 


fufferings of the poor mechanic, the 
manufaéturer, or worker in the mines 3 
I pity them with my whole heart, and 
fhall, as far as I am able, reach out my 
hand to the relief of the neceffitous of 
all denominations, and ufe all my in- 
fluence with others to do the fame. 
But the beft provifion for cafes of this 
nature will be by gentlemen of fortune 
raifing a fund by fubfcription to be 
laid out in corn, and diftributed at 
prime coftto fuch as are able to pay 
tor it, and to thofe who are not to 
give it in proper proportions gratis. 
What an excellent charity would this 
be, and how well would it become 
their rank and quality! It couid not 
alfo but greatly redound to the honour 
of the Chriftian name, and in the day 
of recollection (as fuch a day, it is to 
be hoped, fometimes’ comes) afford 
much nobler, and an infinitely more 


H lafting fatisfaction, than the fame fum 


expended in gaming-houfes, at cock- 
fightings, or at a horfe-race. .

Some Irregularities in the Navy pointed out. 


Reafons of the Mifcondu& and Mifcar- 
riages of the Navy. By the Author of 
three Letters, written in the Year 1747+ 
(See p- 578.) 

UR feamen were always thought 

fuperior not only in fxill, but in 
courage, to all others; from them 
therefore 'we expected not only . pro- 
tection but conqueft. Yet, fince the 
commencement of this war, we hear of 
continual difappointments and dif- 


grace. We have no triumphs to boaft B 


but over merchant fhips ; and for them 
our enemies have had ample revenge : 
For our captains have not always ex- 
preffled as much ardour to proteét their 
friends, for which they were to expect 
no reward but thanks, as to enrich 
themfelves by the capture of a defence- 
lefs enemy. : 

How contemptible this behaviour 
has made our fleet to the reft of Eu- 
rope, may be concluded from the late 
conduét of the K. of Naples, and even 
of the little republic of Genoa, whofe 
territory being upon the fea-coaft, is 
all, as it were, within the reach of our 
cannon; yet they have joined our e- 
nemies, in violation of recent treaties, 
and in defiance of our power. Some 
efforts indeed were made to punith 
them, but fo weakly, that they only 
added to our fhame and their arro- 
gance. 


And what is ftill more, tho’ the par- R 


liament, fully convinced that there had 
been faults of the moft fcandalous*kind, 
addreffed his majefty, that the guilty 
perfons might be brought to juttice, 
tho” in purfuance of this addrefs, a 
court martial was appointed; yet, af- 
tera tedious and chargeable profecu- 


tion, tho’ none doubted there had F 


been great faults fomewhere, none 
were capitally conviéted; only a few 
were broke, and as they had already 
made their fortunes, a difmiffion from 
the fervice was neither any punifhment 
to them, nor reparation to the nation. 
And there are many, who to this day 
wanton in the fpoils taken from mer- 
chant fhips, <b are honoured with 
commands in a fervice which they have 
difgraced by their cowardice and neg- 
lect, as if the members of court mar- 
tials were confcious that they would 
have acted in the fame manner, in the 
fame circumftances, and could not con- 
demn a mifbehaviour in others, which 
they would have been guilty of them- 
telves. 

Men have from hence concluded, 
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that it was equally vain to expect froni 
military commanders either courage in 
attion, or juftice on the bench; and, 
upon this prefumption, have gone from 
one extreme to another, and inftead of 
regarding the navy with affeétion and 
eiteem, have liftened to no propofals 
with greater approbation, than fuch as 
tend to lefien the pay, or fix marks of 
infamy and diftruit upon fea-officers in 
general—fuch as trying delinquents at 
courts of common law—or joining an 
equal nuruber of captains of merchant- 
men with captains of men of war in 
court martials ; tho’ the firft of thefe, 
confidering the intricacy of fea affairs, 
and how ignorant lawyers muft be of 
them, would render it almoft impoffible 
for the guilt of a cunning offender to 
be deteéted, and the other would be 
fuch a ftanding reproach upon the na- 
vy in general, that no man of fpirit 
would continue in the fervice. 

But it is not by fuch methods as 
thefe, that the reputation of our fleet is 
to be recovered ; on the contrary, the 
utmoft endeavours ought to be ufed to 


D revive a {pirit of emulation among the 


officers. I believe that extraordinary 
feverity is at this time neceflary ; but 
let that feverity be thewed to thofe oaly 
who have deferved it. Others fhould 
be treated with all the refpect which 
their .ftation and their fervice may 
claim. It ought to be a general maxim 
in all governments, never to fhew a 
diftruft of any man, to whom any poft 
of confequence is committed. 

It ought to be remembered, that a 
fleet, as it is the moft natural, fo it is 
the fafeft bulwark. of. our nation. 
Strong garrifons and numerous armies 
are always burthenfome, and too often 
prove fatal to the liberties which they 
ought to protect. Anda regular mi- 
litia is often rebellious and faétious, of 
which that of Poland is a ftriking in- 
ftance. But a fleet can neither be em- 

loyed by a minitter to deftroy the li- 

rty of the nation, nor by a faétion to 
bring about a revolution ; it can only 


G be formidable to foreign enemies, and 


no otherwife fatal to its country, than 

by cowardice, treachery, or negleét. 
It was my intention, Sir, at fir, to 
have given you my fentiments upon e- 
very thing, which occurred to my 
obfervation concerning the navy ; 
but I find this would be much longer 
than I imagined ; that I may not be 
too tedious, I fhall contraét my firft-de- 
fign, and only give you my opinion, 
what have been the principal caufes - 
the 
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the fcandalous behaviour of too many 
of our commanders lately, and what 
will be the beft way to prevent the like 
for the future, and reftore our navy to 
its ancient reputation. Whether I 
fhall afterwards proceed any farther, 
will depend upon your opinion of the 
ufefulnefs of this. 

One caufe of the ill behaviour of our 
maval commanders is the great force 
that parliamentary intereft has in the 
promotions in the navy ; but Ican by 
no means allow it to be fo fatal as fome 
have faid ; nor indeed can the force of 
intereft be entirely prevented. Men of 
large property, and in eminent ftations 
mutt, and ought to have a fuperior in- 
finence in the country, in the welfare 
of which they are {o deeply interefted, 
and for whofe defence they fo largely 
contribute. Nor is there any reafon to 
fuppofe, that their relations are more 
likely to want underftanding, courage, 
and integrity, than others. Ceteris pa- 
ribus, therefore, they ought to be pre- 
ferred to others, and ail that is neceffa- 
ry to prevent-fuch a preference from 
being detrimental to the public, is only 
to take notice of extraordinary merit 
wherever "tis found, that the meaneft 
may fee, if they excel, they will furely 
be rewarded ;—to lay down fome rules, 
by which every perfon, before he is 
capable of having a command, fhall 
he obliged to have ferved fo long, that 
it may reatonably be fuppofed, he can- 
not be ignorant of his duty, or unfit 
for the ftation to which he is promo- 
ted—and always to punifh with exem- 
piary feverity, without the leaft regard 
to birth or intereit, all who are guilty 
of cowardice, ignorance, or tyranny. 
3t is not fo much the preferring officers 
by parliamentary intereft, as icreening 
offenders, that will hurt the public. 
But. a very fatal caufe of the mifcon- 
elact of many of our commanders was, 
the cautious manner of waging war ; 
for it is well known, that reftraining 
orders were fent to fome of our com- 

_manders at frit, and that obedience

taking care of the king’s fhipsand 
many other fuch arguments, which did 
not indeed fatisty: the brave unfor- 
tunate admiral. But what was fug- 


A gefted at firft by friendthip or intereft, 


coinciding with the fear of many, 
became the real opinion of their 
hearts. They confidered every thin 
that might poffibly happen Pron 
them, then fuppofed it really would 
happen, and conducted themfelves ac- 
cordingly. And, as our commanders 
grew more fearful, our.enemies grew 
more courageous, and began to defpife 
that force which they had been ufed to 
dread. 
. I will not fay;that the miniftry fore- 
faw, much hele defgned fuch a thing ; 
but I aver, that it was the confequence 
of the meafures purfued and maxims 


Cc SS at that time, and ought to 


€ a perpetual warning to all minifters 
never to wage war in jeft. 

. To extinguith the effects of thefe fa- 
tal maxims, it ought to be ftrongly in- 
culcated, that one refolute man will al- 
ways get the better of two who are 
wavering and fearful.—That a deter- 
mined and fedate courage, as it often 
furprizes an enemy, it often brings not 
rw A fafety but conqueft ; whereas 
flight can only prolong life for a few 
days, to end itat laft with ignominy on 
a icaffold; and to give this reflection 
force isthe duty of court. martials. 
The courage of our common feamen 
hitherto unfufpected; however, I 
am afraid, that fome maxims favoured 
by their betters, have made an impref- 
fion upon many of them. I am fure, 
nothing that will confirm or improve 
their bravery ought to be neglected.

to thefe orders coft one of the braveft G true courage to obtain, and moderation 


admirals, that ever commanded a Bri- 
ti/h fleet, more than his life, his reafon. 
The -notives of fending fuch orders 
were fuch as could not be made public, 
and therefore to jultify fo extraordi- 
nary and unexpected a behaviour, the 
friends of the admiral, and of the mi- 
nifry, urged the importance of the 
flect—the ill confequences that would 
happen to the nation, if it fhould be 
deisayeds-the necellity there was for 


to ufe a victory: that thefe fongs be fet 
to eafy but martial tunes, and finging 
them be encouraged in the fleet as much 
as poffible, and tho’ the lords of the 
admiralty could net give any formal or- 
der about finging thefe fongs, yet they 


H might eafily recommend it in private to 


the captains ; and, if they would fing. 
them at their tables, the failors woul 
foon have tliem likewife ; they would 
naturally be fond of fongs, which a 
wou

would think themfelves in fome meafure 
interefted in, and would confider them 
as aufpicious omens, that they might 
themfelves be the fubject of fome fu- 
ture fong which even their miftreffes 
might vouchfafe to fing. 
opinion that fuch influence would ex- 
tend to the officers alfo. And my opi- 
nion is confirmed both by hiftery and 
experience. I my felf heard the fong 
about the battle of La Hogue fung by 
almott every man on board of one fhip 
the day of the battle of Toulon with've- 
ry good effeét, till the infamous beha- 
viour of fome in the fleet put-an end to 
their fong, and changed the praifes of 
the dead into curfes of the living ; and 
upon enquiry I had reafon to believe it 
was {ung in every fhip in the fleet with 
the fame effect. But I would have 


fongs of this kind fung every day, and C 


the names and gallant actions of common 
failors mentioned, which I am canfident 
would infpire a laudable enthufiafm, 
without fome degree of which, no navy 
or army, will ever make any figure. 
Another great reafon of the mifcon- 
duét of our navy is, an improper diftri- 
bution of rewards, there are two forts 
of rewards toencourage military men, 
pecuniary and honorary. As to the 
former, the nation has been liberal of 
them even to profufion, but I am afraid 
they have been fo diftributed that the 
largene(fs of them, has, like a vaft weight 
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on from the fervice defirable, it muft he 
confeffed, that the diftribution of thefe 
pecuniary rewards is improper. 

How far this is true, will be beft de- 
monttrated by confidering, what is the 


Iam alfo of A ordinarypay ofacaptain,andthe manner 


in which prize money is thar’d.Now there 
are two degrees of capfaing. One has the 
command of floops, bombs, firethips, 
or any fhip lef than zo guns; thefe are 
called -mafters and commanders, and 
take place among themfelves according 
to the date of their firft commiffion, but 
are commanded by all captains of Jar- 
ger fhips, tho’ their commiffions be la- 
ter. The other degree has the com- 
mand of thips of 20 guns, or upwards, 
which are called poft thips, and they 
take place, not according to the Jarge- 
nefs of the fhip they command, but-the 
date of their firft commiffion toa poft 
fhip, fo that a captain of a firlt or fecond 
rate may be commanded by a captain 
of atwenty gun fhip. In the diitribu- 
tion of prize money, both poft captains 
and mafters and commanders fhare a- 
like ; but their pay ditfers as follows.

Honorary rewards are f{carcely known 
in our fervice, tho’ they are not only 
cheaper, but more effectual. Toknow, 
whether pecuniary rewards are propérly 
diftributed, we muft confider, for what 
ends, and upon what occafions they 
ought to be at all propofed. What is 
afigned for ordinary fervice, is not here 
confidered as a reward, but as pay, and 
ought to be a fufficient compen(ation 
tor time, labour, and ordinary dangers, 
Ifanyfurther encouragement be thought 
requifite, it is, when fome extreardinary 
hazards and fatigues are to be ynder- 
gone. Now if-the greateft rewards be 
given where there is, little or nodanger, 
and very {mall rewards, whenthe dan- 
geris great, If the defice of thefe re- 
wards will fometimes. produce’ neglect 
of duty--If many, who are in important 
ftations, are Tevalk totally excluded 
from reward—lIf this be an inducement 
to fome to defire to ferve in ftations not 
fo fuitable for them, and leave the moft 
Important ftations to others, not fo wel! 


qualified—If the very nature of the re-, 


wards be fuch, as will make a difmifi-

and commanders, have yet the fame pay 
with captains of a sth rate, and captains 
of floops the fame with eaptains.of a 6th 
rate,but the number of their fervants dif- 
fers. Therule is, every captain is allow’d 
four fervants, for every hundred men, 
of his fhip’s compliment ; every fervant 
is about ten pourds a year profit to the 
captain. The reafon why & many fer~ 
vants are allowed is, that young lads 
may be brought up inthe ferviee. 

All fhips taken from the enemy by the 
king’s fhips ave given to the captors in 
the tollowing manner. Three $ths tothe

fides, the government gives to the cap- 
tors five pounds for every man, on board

privateer when the engagement began, 
to be fhared as te prize money. Like- 
wife penfions and gratuities to every 
man wounded, and a years pay to the 
widows of thofe that are kill’d. 

All thips are equally entitied to their 
fhare of prize money, which arein fight 
when the prize is taken ; every fhip in 
fight being eftemed to be aiding and 
affitiing tho’ not within gun fhot.. Ad- 
mirals are entitled to their fhare, tho’ 
not within fight, if the fhips are taken 
within the limits of their command. 

Thefe are indeed munificent rewards 
and the head money and gratuities to 
the wounded men.and widows are well 
judged; but if half of all merchant hips 
and cargoes was referved to reimburfe 
part of the expence of our fleet ; all, 
who belong to thenavy, would ftill have 
reafon to be thankful, for no other nati- 

-on in oe gives fo much; and if atter 
this dedu 

be divided into feven parts, and one fe- 
venth inftead of two eighths given to 
the captains, they could not then com- 
plain that their fhare was too little, nor 
do I believe, they would do their duty 
ithe worfe. 


But withcut taking away any of the p 


two eighths from the captains, their 
fhare may be difpofed of among them, 
more equitably, as much to their fatif- 
faétion, and more for the advantage of 
the fervice. 

Merchant fhips, of confiderable bur- 
then, are of much more value than large 
men of war. A coward thlierefore, 
~ may without danger get an ample for- 
tune; while a brave man, after a gal- 
lent aétion, full of danges, may not get 
the tenth part of it. 

When men may enrich themfelves at 
once with little hazard by taking merch- 
ant fhips, and, when they engage a man 
of war, are fure of hard blows, little 
profit, and no honorary rewards, ‘tis 
very natural to believe, that if they 
fhould meet with both men of war and 
umerchantfhips, they will try to avoid the 
former, and lay hold of the latter. And 
this fuppofition is fupported by experi- 
ence.’ A commodore very lately, who 


had under his command three fhips of H; 


7o and 60 guns, tell in with two French 
nien of war and fome merchant fhips, 
and feeing’a large merchant fhip ma-

king fail to get away, he followed her, 
and left the two French men of war to 
his comrades. They, tho” of fupe- 
rior force to the Frexch, yet for fear they 
fhould not be in fight, when the merch- 
ant fhip was taken, went away like- 
wife, and fuffer’d the French men of war 
to go away unmolefted * 

Ita man of war, fent as a convoy, 
fhould feeata diftance a fhip of the e- 
nemy’s, which he might firppofe to be 
rich, would there not be a ftrong temp- 
tation to leave his convoy, and go after 
the prize ? the convoy, ‘tis true, is ot 
sreat value, but what is that to him ? 
if he takes care of them, he may have 
thanks perhaps, but, if he takes the 
prize, he makes his fortune: he will 
be glad ofany pretence to quit the fer- 
vice, and will confider breaking as no 
punifhment: he can cover himfelf from 
infamy in his laced cloaths and his 
coach and fix. 

*Tis certain this was the behaviour 
of fome in the infamous battle of Toulon. 

There is another ill confequence of 
this diftribution of prize money, not fo 
much taken notice ot, yet very fatal. No 


ion the captors fhare fhould D {hip is entitled to prize money, which 


is not in fight, when the prize is taken. 
Now as three deck’d fhips are too large 
and unweildy to bufk the feas, they 
muft beas much at anchor, as the fervice 
will admit, and are thus in great mea- 
fure excluded from prize money: tho’ 
they may truly be fard to be aiding 
and affiting to the cruifing fhips, tho’ 
not with them. Thus, when the Enz- 
glib three deck'd fhips Izy at anchor in 
Hieres bay, and kept the Spanif/h fleet in. 
Teulcn, the enemies merchant fhips were 
forced to fail with little or na convoy, 
and fell a more eafy prey to our fingle 


F cruizers. I readily allow, that the crui- 


zers, thould have more prize money: 
But I cannot think thatthe capital fhips 
fhould be totally excluded : 

However, it they were the only fuffe- 
rers by this, it might be paffed over ; 
but the public fervice is hurt; prize 
money may be much more confiderable 
to captains than their pay, and the 
hopes of itmuch more alluring. A {in- 
gle prize of but two thoufand pounds 
value, if taken by one hip, will be more 
to thecaptain’s fhare than the difference 
is between the pay of a firft and a fixth 
rate. For this reafon old captains and 
gentlemen of intereft, firive to get

truizing fhips, in hopesof making their 

ortunes at once, while the capital thips 
are given to young pain, or to cap- 
tains in a had ftate of health, who can- 
not bear the fatigues of cruizing. I 
have known fome captains of 80 gun 
fhips, who by the rules of the navy, 
were not old enough to be lieutenants. 
But inea general engagement, the chief 
dependance muft be upon thefe fhips, 
and it is of the utmoft. confequence, 
that they fhould be commanded by ex- 
perienced officers; for the bad conduct 
of one of them may lofe a victory. 

It fhould alfo be obferved here, that 
admirals who command fquadrons in 
chief, except the firft admiral, have but 
one captain, who takes rank according 
to the date of his commiffion, and, as 
he is much conSned, and fuppofed to 
be out of the way of prize money, ex- 
perienced captains decline the poit, and 
it is generally conferred upon a young 
captain; yet if the admiral thould be 
killed in an engagement, his captain 
may command the whole fleet during 
the greate(t part of the action. For, if 
an admiral be killed, the inftrudtions 
forbid his flag to be ftruck, for fear of 
difcouraging the fleet, but order, that 
notice be fent tothe perfon, who com- 
mands in the fecond poft of the admi- 
tals deck, who is immediately to repair 
on board the admiral’s fhip, and take 
the command upon him; but before 


this can be done, the fate of the aétion * 


may be determined. In the meantime 
all fignals are to be given from the 
admiral's fhip by the direétion of the 
captain, and if any errors fhould be 
committed thro’ want of experience or 
capacity, the whole fleet may be deitroy- 
ed. Thisis a fault peculiar to our- 
felves ; for the French have always feve- 
ral old officers on board their admi- 
ral’s fhips. The Spani/b admiral, tho’ 
he had only arear admiral’s flag, had 
no lefs than four captains on board his 
fhip the day of the battle of Toulon, 
and it was owing to the experience and 
bravery of the third captain, the firft 
and fecond being killed, and the ad- 
miral himfeif wounded, that the fhi 
was faved. In the wars with the Dutch, 
when our navy made the greateft figure 
at fea, we have had two admirals 
on board one fhip. 

From this reafoning, and thefe facts 
it isclear, that prize-money, as it is 
now diftributed, inftead of promoting 
the benefit of the fervice, is a perpetual 
temptatian to neglect and betray it. I 
fhall now give my opinion, how thefe 
inconveniencies may be remedied. 
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Firft, it appears to me, that there 
ought to be more fteps from the com- 
mand ofa fhip to the rank of an ad- 
miral. When aman has the command 
of a twenty-gun fhip, he can regularl 
rife no higher till he is a rear admiral, 
for a commodore has only an occafional 
dignity, and defcends‘again to the rank 
of a private captain. This fault the 
French and Spaniards have avoided ; 
they have feveral ranks of captains, 
according to the rates of the flips they 
command. And this is worthy our 
imitation, Suppofé therefore, that all 
commanders of bombs, fire- fhips, floops, 
and hofjjital fhips, arid all who are 
called matter's and commanders, fhould 
rank as majors; all captains of 20, qo, 
and sogun fhips, as lieutenant colonels; 
of 60, 70, and $0, as cclonels; of 2° 
and 190, as brigadiers. This might be 
done without any alteration in their 
pay, and would effectually prevent old 
captains from afking for {mall thips, 
unlefs they were willing to be com~ 
manded by officers who were their ju- 
niors ; and as large fhips are the moft 
proper for old officers, fo are cruizing 
thips for young ones, who are beft able 
to es fatigues, and will improve their 
kill in navigation. * , 

All the fhipsin the fame fquadron 
may be truly faid to be affifting to each 
other in diitreffing the enemy in thofe 
parts where the fqiiadron is employed. 

With regard to the captains, there- 
fore I would propofe, that when any’ 
prize money is to be paid, the two or 
three eights belonging to them fhould 
be divided into a number of fhares ac- 
cording to that of the: captains, who are 
entitled to it, and that ail who ferve in 
the {quadron, fhould be entitled to their 

roportion of it according to the fol- 
a rules. Every mafter dnd com- 
mander, who ranks as major, to one 





* To the many inconveniencies forefeen 
when this letter was written, which this regu- 
lation would prevent, another is fince added, 
the grear number of Yellow Admirals, asthey 
are called, It has of Jate been. much the cuf- 
tom to promote fome captains to the rank of 
admirals, when marly who were their feniors 
were pafled by, and confequently could not 
with honour, according to the cuftom of the 
navy,: ferve any lenger; to pacify them, 
therefore, they fiave been appointed rear ad- 
mirals, without being named to any particular 
{quadron, and intitled to half-pay, but are not 
to expeét ever to be employed, This, if they 
have ‘behaved well, is too little, if not, too 
tnuch ;~- however, it is a large expence to the 
public, . 

-— + fhare ; 
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fhare; every captain, who ranks as 
lieutenant colonel, a fhare and an halt ; 
every captain, who ranks as colonel, 
two fhares; every captain, who ranks 
as brigadier, two fhares and an half. 
This would make old captains willin 
to command great fhips, and woul 
fhew a decent regard to their age and 
fervices; nor could young captains 
reafonably complain, tho’ fomething 
be taken. away from them for the pre- 
fent, fince they alfo would one day reap 
an advantage from it. 

But as the cruizing fhips muft necef- 
farily undergo more hazards, and their 
companies more fatigues than others, 
the following exceptions, or limitations 
to the above method, are offered. 

I. If any merchant fhip belonging to 
the enemy be taken by any of his ma- 
jefty’s fhips of fuperior force, then the 
whole fquadron to which the captors 
belong fhall be entitled to fhare in “the 
prize money, though not in fight ; but 
the immediate captors, and all in fight 
when the prize is taken,*fhall be enti- 
tled to a double fhare of prize money, 
7. @. every captain, who ranks as ma- 
jor, thal) receive two fhares; every cap- 
tain who .sanks as lieutenant colonel 
three fhares, and fo on ; likewife every 
fieutenant, mafter, warrant. or petty 
officer, or private man, who are on 
board the captors, when the prize is 
taken, fhall receive double the prize 
money, which others of the fame fta- 
tion in the fleet, who were in thips not 
in fight, fhallbeentitledto. This,where 
no great danger is run, may well be 
thought a fuflicient compenfation to 
the captors. 

If. If the fhips taken be equal in 

-nuimber of guns and men, and in weight 
of metal with the captors, or if they, be 
fhips of war, or privateers, tho’ of in- 
ferior force, then they are to belong to 
the captors only, and no other fhips in 
the fquadron, but thofe who are aftu- 
ally in fight, are to be entitled either 
wo prize or head money. . 

HI. Hf any thip be taken, which hath 
aletter of marque, and yet hath a car- 
go on board, it thall be confidered as a 
merchant fhip, and notas a privateer. 

IV. If any of his majeity’s thips of 
war fhall take or deftroy thips of war 
belonging to the enemy, of equal or 
fuperior force to the captors, then the 
eaptors fhall not only be entitled folely 
and exclufive, to the prize’ and head 
money, but to a double fhare of all 

prize money arifing from any merchant 
fhips that thall be takem by ‘any of shat 
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Some Exceptions and Limitations. 


fquadron for a year to come, except 
fuch merchant fhips as are comprehend- 
ed in the fecond article, as equal to the 
captors in weight of metal, and number 
of guns and men. And to this double 
fhare, captains, officers, and men, thall 
each of them, in their refpeftive de- 
grees, beentitled. Andif any of them 
fhall be fent out of the limits of that 
fquadron before the year be expired, 
yet ftill they thall be entitled to a fingle 
fhare after they have left the fquadron, 
till the time mentioned be compleated. 

V. When any captain fhall receive 
any prize money for merchant fhips 
only, he fhall be obliged to give fecurity 
for the whole fum ; and if at any time 
thereafter he fhall be convicted of. 
cowardice, then all the prize money 
he hath received, or is due to him for 
merchant men, except what he may be 
entitled to by the fourth article, thall 
by that conviction be forfeited, and 
fhall be given among thofe captains of 
the fleet who have taken fhips of war 
of equal or fuperior force with thofe 
they commanded. This may make 
fome defirous of refigning, and leaving 
the fervice, when they are grown rich ; 
but it will effectually keep them from 
drawing back in the time of danger. 

In behalf of the men fome further 
regulations mp 4 be made with regard 
to the age.-ts, that their fees be fixed, 
and they not fuffered to run away with 
allor moft of the profits ; that if any 
difpute fhould arife about the legality 
of the capture, there may bea fummary 
way of determining it; that the agents 
may be obliged to make their payments 
with as little delay as poffible ; that the 
men, as well as officers, may have li- 
berty to name agents; that no agent 
dare to pay any captain any part of his 
prize money, who has not firft given in 
authentic lifts of his thip’s company, 
by which every man in his fhip may be 
able to receive his dividénd, as well as 
the captain ; andthat the captains be 
required to act as the fathers of their 
fhips companies ;- and that all frauds 
and embezzlements, and delay and ftop- 
page of payment, be feverelypunithed. 

Thefe regulations would make our 
pecuniary rewards ufeful. But hono- 
rary rewards are more confentaneous 
to virtue, and more productive of he- 
roic actions. 

I proceed to mention a few inftances, 
in which I think honorary rewards 
might beconferred-with great propriety. 

I. Every: captain of a man of war, 
who fhail take or deitroy an enenv.

fhip of war of equal force with his own, 
to rank as if his firft commiffion was of 
a year’s older date than it is; and if by 
the addition of that year, he would be 
at the head of his own rank, then to be 
promoted immediately to ah higher 
rank. 

This I have heard objeéted to, as un- 
jul, as it oe | put juniors over their fe- 
niors, who did not want courage, but 
only opportunity to have done the fame. 
But I think one gallant ation, crown'd 
with fuccefs, deferves more from the 
public than a year's inaétive fervice ; 
nor is it poffible to reward latent merit, 
the public can only judge and reward 
what it fees ; if this will make danger 
courted for the fake of glory, this is the 
very thing that is aimed at.

rant officer, who had on fuch occafions 
behaved well, to be coffidered from 
that day as belonging to a fhip of a 
larger rate, with refpect to being fu- 
perannuated, or to have a year added 
to the date of his commiffion : every 
mate or midfhipman not to be obliged 
to ferve in a lower ftation in his ma- 
jefty’s navy, and every common feaman 
to have fome mark of honour conferred 
on him, or leave for a month's abfencé 
when they come to an Exgli/b thore. A 
roe thus added to a commiffion, would 
é looked upon as the moft honourable 
pretenfion to saith. and an advance- 
ment or indulgence thus obtained would 
be the boaft of a brave feaman. 
If any captains fhould give repeated 
inftances of their courage, by takin 


II. Every captain of a man of war, CQ feveral of the enemies fhips of war,wou 


that fhall take or deftroy a fhip of the 
enemies of fuperior force, fhall from 
that day rank as commanding a fhip 
of that force. 

III. Every captain of a fre-fhip, that 
fhall burn an admiral’s fhip, to rank 
from that day as a colonel; or, if any 
other fhip, as a lieutenant colonel. 

IV. After an engagement, if we 
have gained the victory, the admiral to 
have the power to reward as many cap- 
tains as the enemy have loft fhips, in the 
manner above mentioned, but ftsll to be 
accountable to the higher powers for 
his nomination; if we lofe the battle, 
that as foon as may be, a ftriét enquiry 
be made both into the conduét of the 
admirals and captains, the brave to be 
rewarded, and the faulty punifhed. 

V. The captain of the admiral, who 
commands a fquadron in chief, to take 
place of all other captains for the time; 
and if he continues long in that ftation, 
to have a year added to the date of his 
commiffion ; if a battle be fought during 
that time, and a victory gained, to have 
another year added, unlefs the admiral 
himfelf be found guilty of cowardice. 

VI. If any captain fhould be killed in 
an engagement, and the lieutenant 
who fucceeds him in the command, 
behave well, and bring the fhip off 
honourably from one of fuperior force, 
or take a {hip of equal force, that lieu- 
tenant to take rank as mafter and com- 
mander from that day, or even an high- 
er rank, if the merit of the action fhall 
deferve it, and to have the firft thip of 
that rate that fhall be vacant, even be- 
fore the admiral’s lieutenants. 

VII. Every lieutenant of a vi€torious 
fhip to have a year added to the date 
of his commiffion ; every maiter or war-' 
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it be amifs, if the old order of banneé- 
frets was revived, they honoured with 
it, and permitted to wear a red ribbon 
on the left fhou'der, and a ftar as the 
knights of the bath do? it fhould be 
done with great form ; all the captains 
of the fhips at the port fhould affitt: 
and to ftimulate people the more to ex- 
ertthemfelves in an engagement, it ought 
to be a conftant rule after an engage- 
ment, to make with great folemnity a 
ftrict enquiry into the behaviour of every’ 
fhip, and publickly to applaud the brave 
and cenfure the faulty, and bring then. 
afterwards to a court martial; and all 
partiality in this fhould be feverely pu-~ 
nifhable, When this was known to be 
the conftant method, a man muft bea 
very great coward indeed, who would 
not fight. ~ 

If there fhould be a general engage- 
ment between two great fleets, and the 
victory clearly ours, I think the admi- 
ra! deferves of epee honour than that 
of knighthood ; a peefage cannot be 
thought too much. 

I have often wondered, how few fa- 


G milies have been enobfed for military’ 


virtue, and how many have been eno- 
bled, without having filled any eminent 


{tation at all.

ButI would not have honorary re- 
wards confined to the ruyal navy, I 
would have it extend to the privateers 
alfo ; if any of them took a fhip of war 
from the enemy, I would have the cap- 
tain of that privateer enrolled among 
the captains of the royal navy, and rank 
according to the bignefs of the enemies 
fhip that he took; the reward thus gi- 
ven, would, in comparifon ot the mif- 
chief that he did the enemy, coft the 
public but very little, aad a brave offi- 

cer 
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cer would be bronght into the royal 
navy, which would be always a valua- 
ble acquifition. Nay I are have the 
men of that privateer, that had taken 
a fhip of war from the enemy, exemp- 
ted from being preffed for a year. 

In fhort, as there may be fome great 
actions performed, which can be provi- 
ded for by no ftated rules, it isto be 
wifhed, that every year, a ftriét enquiry 
was made, into the actions of the war 3; 
whether performed by the officers of 
the public, or of private perfons ; and 
every gallant action fome way rewar- 
ded. With regard to the officers of the 
royal navy, I could with the admiralty’s 
invincible maxim was, pay well, and 
punith well. 

To conclude this fubject, if among 
the old Romans, religion was of fuch ufe 
and prevalency, when it was full of fu- 
perttition, and gave but uncertain hopes 
of an hereafter, how powerful might 
it be made under the gofpel difpenfati- 
on, where life and immortality are fet 
in fo ftrong and clear a_ light! what 
can fo much brighten and improve in- 
nate feeds of courage? what fo ftrongly 
combat conftitutional fear ? this is not 
indeed, in the power of the public to 
beftow ; but two things ought to be the 
care of the public, that-religious wor- 
thip be folemnly, decently, and regu- 
larly performed and that open and a- 
bandoned vice be punithed ; the former 
keeps religion ia countenance, and of- 
ten infenfibly leads men from being for- 
mally, to become really good ; the lat- 
ter prevents actions, which, if reflected 
upon, will blunt their fword in the day 
of battle. I am forry to fay, that as 
far as I could obferve myfelf, or jearn 
from others, no nation in Europe is fo 
much wanting, in both thefe refpeéts, 
asours. There is not always fufficient 
care taken in chufing fuch clergy for 
chaplains, as might, by their learning 
and example, recommend the praétice 
of it to the men, or give a jut idea of it 
toftrangers. And there have been late- 
ly fome notorious inftances of vice pub- 
licly deteéted,and the criminals not on- 
ly paidoned, but advanced. I could 
mention many, but fhail give you only 
two, which happened very lately in 
two diiferent thips. Two officers, the 
ane a captain, the other 2 lieutenent, 
were detected ot fodomy; the thing 
was fo flagrant, that they both deferted, 
and run away, and yet the one was im- 
mediately made captain of a larger fhip, 
and the other preferred to am higher 
commiilion.

Such are my thoughts, on the mot 
likely methods to revive the glory of 
the navy, and to make rewards truely 
ufeful to the fervice. 


An Account of the Articles in the laft Vol- 
of the Philofophical Tranfactionse 
continued from p. 431+ 


Rricre XXXIII. An extract of a 
letter of the magiftrates of the city of 
Mafcali in Sicily, dated March 12, 1755, and 
fent to Naples, concerning a late eruption of 
Mount Etna, 

On Sunday about noon, the gth of March, 
1755, £tna began to caft forth flame and 
fmoke, with a moft horrible noife. At 4 in 
the afternoon the air became totally dark and 
covered with black clouds; and at 6 a fhower 
of ftones, each about 3 ounces weight, began 
to fall all over Mafcali and its whole neigh- 
bourhood, and lafted till a quarter after feven. 
Thefe were fucceeded by a fhower of tlack 
fand, which continued all night. Next morn- 
ing at 8, there fprung from the bottom of the 
mountain, as it were, a river of water, which 
in half a quarter of an hour overflowed the 
rugged lands near the foot of the hill, to a 
contiderable diftance, and upon its going off 
levelled all the inequalities, and made the 
whole a large plain of fand. A country fellow 
by :ouching the water, fcalded his fingers. 
The ftones and fand which remain have the 
faltnefs of thofe of the fea. After the flux of 
the water there iffued from the fame aperture 
a fma!l fiream of fire for 24 hours. On the 
third day, about a mile below this, there a- 
rofe another ftream of fire, 400 feet broad, 
like a river, overflowing the adjoining fields, 
and ftill continues the fame courfe, having 
extended two miles, and feems to threaten the 
neighbourhood. 

XXXIV. Some account of the charr-fith, 
as found in North Wales. 

This fpecies is called Torgotch, or Red- 
belly, which diftinguifhes the female ; for the 
male has it not, but is marbled upon the back 
and fides with black ftreaks upon a kind of 
pellucid, light, fkv-coloured ground, They 
appear only about the winter folftice, arid their 
ftay ig but fhort. Three lakes, or large pools, 
at the foot of Snowden affording them fubfitt- 
ence; “tis a common thing to take 20 or 3@ 
dozen of them ima night in this place with 
one net, and fcarceten any where elfe. After 
Chriflmas they are feen no more till the fol- 
lowing feafon. The fhortnets of their ftay in 
the abovementioned waters is made {ome a- 
mends for in a pool called Quei'yn ; for here 
the charrs appear prefently after Cori/imas, and 
fome, tho’ very few, at Vidfummer. ‘The 
whole number taken is. :he two pools of 
Liarberris does not amount toe 100 dozen. 

XXXV. A method propofed to reftore the 
hearing, when injured from an obftruction of 
the Tuba Eujiachiana, By Mr ‘fonatban Wa- 
tven, turgeon in Devonjiire Square. 

This method was fome time ago propofed 
to the Royal Academy of Sciences by Meal,

Cuyot, but was rejected. Mr Wathen firt in- 
troduted a probe, a little bent at the end, thro” 
the nofe into the tubes of feveral dead fubjeéts, 
and having thus acquired a facility, didthe lame 
ona perfon that was very deaf, and on whom 
all other means had proved ineffectual, No 
fooner was the probe withdrawn, than he faid 
he could hear much better, This excited his 
further endeavours, fo that he had pipes of 
different fizes. adavted toa fyringe, with which 
he has fince injeéted the meatus internus with 
fuccefs, 

XXXVI. Tentamen chemicum de cals vive 
aftione in — volatilem alcalinum, a Johanne 
Alberto Schlofler, Ultrojeétino, M.D. 

This is a very long paper, full of experi- 
ments, which require a very nice and exact 
encheirefis, and therefore muft needs fuffer 
greatly by any abridgment that can be com- 
prized within our bounds. 

XXXVII. An account of a very remarka- 
ble cafe of a boy, who notwithftanding that a 
confiderable part of his inteftines were forced 
out, and cut off, recovered, and continues 
well. By Mr ‘John Needbam, of North Walfham, 
Norfolk, 

Yan. 44.1755, Mr Needbam was called to 
‘SFohn Watts, a boy aged 13 years, who was 0- 
verturned in acart, and thrown flat upon his 
face, with the edge of one fide of the cart, 
(bottom upwards) whelmed acrofs his loins, 
Thus he continued a good while, and was 
found with a very large portion of the intef- 
tines forced out at the anus, with part of the 
mefentery, and fome loofe pieces of fat (which 
Mr Needham took to be part of the cawl) 
hanging down below the hams double, like 
the reins of a bridle, very much diflended and 
inflamed, He hadacontinual naufea, violent 
reachings, and threw up every thing he took, 
His pains exquifite, and attended with con- 
vulfions, his pulfe low and quick, and he had 
frequently cold fweats, ‘The parts were redu- 
eed, but to no purpofe, the vomiting forcing 
them out again, Next day the fymptoms 
were worfe, and the parts livid and black, 
with ftrong figns of a mortification. On the 
third day Mr Heath cut off the inteftine and 
mefentery clofe tothe anus. He had no ftool 
fince the accident, but foon after the operation 
there was avery large difcharge of blackith 
and extremely offenfive feces, which continu- 
ed for feveral days, leffening by degrees, He 
foon grew eafy, and the naufea and vomiting 
abated, He took tinéture of the bark twice a 
day, and now and then vinous tinéture of 
rhubarb, when he was griped ; and thus he 
has recovered a good ftate of health, The in- 
teftine cut off meafured 57 inches, 

XXXVIII. An account of fome experi- 
ments. on the fenfibility and irritability of the 
feveral parts of animals, By R. Brockley, 
M.D. F.R.S, 

The -doétor made thefe experiments in con- 
fequence of thofe mentioned in Profeflor Hal- 
ler’s Differtation upon the irritability of animal fi- 
bres, lately publithed, and he fays, that from 
the refult of his repeated tryals, he is #nduced 
to coincide with moft of the conclufions drawn 
by Drs Haller, Caftell, and Zimmerman, that no 
partis fenfible but the nerves only, and that

fome parts are irritable without fenfibility ac- 
companying them in any great degree ; whilft 
others are altogether without fenfe, at the 
fame time that they are incapable of being ir- 
ritated at all. 

XXXIX. An account of worms in animal 
bodies, by Frank Nicholls, M.D. Med. Reg. 
and F,R.S, 

Fith are to appearance more fubje&t to worms 
than other animals, the cod particularly and 
the bley, whofe livers are frequently eaten by 
them, But there are two cafes, among many 
others, which deterve our particular attention,

and may befides, when well known, lead to 
a method of fuccefsful cure, 

The firft is a fpecies of dropfy incident to 
bullocks and fheep, In opening them, when 
dead of this rot, the liver is always found af- 
fected. A {mall flat worm, and often many 
of them, refembling a fole, by the butchers 
termed flooks; this worm always builds a 
wall cf ftone for its defence, which is ramified 
like the gall duét within which it is formed, 
and thereby the paflage of the gall is ftopped, 
and this returning again into the blood, gives 
the yellow teint to the eyes, which is the firftt 
fymptom of this difeafe, It feems probable, 
that whatfoever can increafe the acrimony of 
the bile muft be ufeful in preventing it, but 
when the ftony pipe is formed, "tis likely no- 
thing can effe¢t a cure, 

The other is termed the bu/fk, to which 
young bullocks are very fubjeé&t ; the creature 
1s teized with a continual dry cough, waftes in 
fleth, and grows weakcr and weaker till he dies. 

Dr Nicholls on opening a calf dead of this 
diftemper, found the wind-pipe and its branch-' 
es loaded with fmall taper worms about two 
inches long, crawling about many hours after 
the creature’s death, and the farmer told him™ 
they always found them, and knew of no me- 
thed of cure. The Doétor fays, however, that 
he thould have great hopes from fumigations, 
either with mercurials, as cinnabar, or with 
fatids, as tobacco, properly ufed. 

XL. An account of fome remarkable in- 
feéts of the polype kind, found in the waters’ 
near Bruffélsin Flanders, in a letter from], 
Brady, M.D. phytician to prince Charles of 
Lorraine, 

There is a little plant found in moft ditches 
or ftagnant waters in fummer; white and 
tranfparent to the naked eye, and between one 
and a half and two lines long ; viewed with a 
microfcope of eight lines focus it appears with 
leaves branches and fruit. "Tis indued with 
fuch fenfibility, that the leaft foife made inthe 
room or any thing touching the table the mi- 
crofcope ftands on, or the water in which it ties, - 
it contracts itfelf with fuch a€tivity and fwift- 
nefs, that the eye cannot follow it in its moti- 
on, till it reduces itfelf to a little round globe, 


H It can live in its own ftanding water for 8 or 


10 days, and then looks as moit trees do in win- 
ter. The leaves which are like bells, live 
fome time after they fall and retain the fa- 
culty of contraétion and dilatation, We have 
not tried if it does not regenerate, when cut, 
like polypes, 7 4 
Another 
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Another curious infect is found in the fame 
ftanding waters, feen with the naked eye, like 
little flat round leaf, about a line and 2 half 
diameter : but in the microfcope it thews a 
circle furrounded with crowned ee tied by 
{mall thin tails te. a common centre, from 
whence they advance towards the circumfe- 
rence, where they turn like a wheel with 
a vivacity and fwiftnefs ; when one of thefe 

ittle heads hag wheeled a while, it refts, and 
another turns out, and fometimes 3 or 4 wheel 
at a time, 

XLI. An account of fome new aftronomi- 
cal and phyfical obfervatians made in Afa and 
gemmunicated by his excelleacy Mr Porter, 
his majefty’s ambaflador at Conflantinople, and 
F.R. S,

Ten men ftanding upright, one before 
the other, havebeen made eleétrical, and, be- 
ing touched, have produced fparks. 

_ XLII, Some obfervations proving that a fetus 
is im part nourifhed by the Liquor Ami, by 
Malcolm Fleming, M D. 

The fundamental obfervation on which the 
Doéter grounds his proof occurred to him upon 
opening a calf cf full maturity, juft brought 
forth dead, and which had been ahve, and ap- 
peared ftroag a very ihost time. betore its 
bisth. 

The thick inteftines, efpecially the reftum, 
were extremely diftended with an incredible 
quantity of meconium,which for feveral: m- 
ckes above the anus was formed into Scpbala 
or balls. Upen making an incifion. into. the 
rectum, he let ont 25 or 30 of thefe balls 
which he laid on clean dry papento examine at 
leifure. Abont 3 or 4 days after, when: they 
were dry and, brittle, he was furprized to find 
every bali fuck full of tough, thick, white hairs, 
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Phyfical and aftronomical Obfervatians. 


this unexpeéted appearance fet him a confides 
ring, whence thefe hairs had come ; how got 
they there ? He concluded at length, that “x4 
belonged eriginally to the calves skin (whic 
was white) and being loofened by maceration 
in the Liguor Amnii, were propelled into the 
ftomach and inteftines, till they were at length 
entangled in the meconium. From this per- 
fuafion it was natural to infer, that if hairs 
loofened from the fkin of the foetus, and floa- 
ting in the Liguor Aman, can find a way into 
the inteftines, and get entangled with the me- 
conium, it is impoflible but the Liguor Amnit 
muft enter and pals through the whole alimen- 
tary paflage along with them; as a fluid 
may certainly penetrate when hairs cannot : 
But no good reaion can be affigned, why hairs 
fhould be admitted where the fluid is excluded , 
‘ After the doftor had gone thus far ypon his 
own doticm, he cafvally found that two authors 
had been befose hand with him in obferving 
hairs in the meconium of ripe calves 3 ides 
and Slade, of Auferdam and Swammerdam, the 
former barely mentions the obfervation with. 
out drawing any inference from it. The lat- 
ter draws the fame conclufion with Dr Flem- 
vung, but in his opinion, goes farther than the 
obfervation can well juftify, maintaining that 
it evidently follows from thence, that a calf 
licks his own fkin. in ugero, thereby loofe.s.».g 
the hairs, and {wallowing them down along 
with the Liguor Amaii, its nourifhment.

Think the learned are not entirely agreed a 

bout the appearance of the horizontal moon; 
at leaft if they be, I dare fay there are feveral of 
your lefs knowing readers, quite at a lofs how 
to account for that furprizing phenomenen, 
Therefore tho’ the fubftance of the foliowing 
folw ion is realy borrowed,* yet as it certainly is 
not generally knewn, andas. great part of what 
has already appeared in publick, can only be 
undesftoos by thofe who are acquainted with 
the fciences ; I hope you will. do me the 
favour of inferting this in your valyable col. 
leétion. 

Since the rays of light preceeding from the 
lower parts of that imaginary furface, the fky, 
are more obftrucled, by paffing thro’ a greater 
portion of our atmofphere, than thofe proceed- 
ing from the-upper parts of that{urface; the lat- 
ter mutt certainly appear-confiderably brighter 
than the former. And confequently thofe 
parts of the fky about the horizon, muft ne- 
ceflarily appear at a greater diftance from us 
than the higher parts of it. As every one 
may obferve, it realy does. 

Now fince we always imagine the moon to, 
be placed in this fky, the muft neceffarily ap- 
pear to us to be at a greater diftance when im 
the horizon, than when in the meridian ; (al- 
tho’ in both fituations the diftasices may be the 
fame) becaufe by. daily experience we find, 


that.

thaf nearer objects appear bright, and diftant 
ones obfcure. But when we imagine an object 
to. be farther off than it really is, its apparent 
fize is enereafed proportionably ; and, through 
a deception of fight, we imagine we fe it 
larger than we really do. 

But as this does not feem fufficiently mani- 
feft to thofe who are unacquainted with optics, 
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ry was acquired, as books or intelli- 
gence could furnith, will be found in 
the following narrative. .

Some Account of ANGRIA the Pirate, and 
the taking of Geriah by Commodore 

Watfon. 


ULacee AwncGria is a petty 

prince of India or Indoflan, a vat 
extent of country in 4fa, fubjeét to the 
Great Mogul, who governs it by vice- 
roys, called Nabobs, Chans, and Rajas, 
who aét af abfolute fovereigns over their 
feveral provinces, to which they fucceed 
by hereditary right, and acknowledge 
the Mogul as fupreme lord only by an 
annual tribute. ‘Thefe princes have fre- 
quently made war on eachother, without 
permiffion from the Mogul, and have 
often refufed to pay him their tribute. 
At this time they affect independance 
with impunity, as the Mogul was a 
few year fince divefted of almoft all his 
power by Kouli Kan; and in the yeargG 
1754 was depofed by the Moratees, a 
people who inhabit a large inland traét 
of his dominions, and whofe power has 
always made them infolent and rebel- 
lious. Tulagee Angria’s dominion con- 
filts of feveral iflands near Bombay, and 
an extent of land along the neigh- yy 
houring continent of above 120 miles 
m length, and 60 in breadth, with fe- 
veral torts that were taken by his an- 
ceftors from European fettlers. As ma- 
hy particulars concerning thefe ancef- 
tors, and the manner how their territo- 


[Supp, to Gent. Mac, 1756.]} 
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Mogul, called the South Raja. The 
people on board got on fhore, but the 
crew, as foon as they had efcaped thip- 
wreck, accufed the mafter of great cru- 
elty and injuftice, and the officers of the 
Raja upon this accufation, put him 
to death, and feized the vefiel. 

The principal man among this crew 
was one Sambo Angria, by extraction a 
Caffree, born in an ifland in the gulph 
of Ormus, and by religion a Mahome- 
tan. It happened that at this time the 
South Raja was at war with the Mogul, 
and had been twice defeated ; the crew 
of this veffel therefore,being 16 in num- 
ber, were fent as recruits to his army, 
which was then encamped near Szrat, 
efcorted by an officer and 106 men. 
This party on the third day of their 
march fell in with an advanced party 
of the Mogul’s troops, confifting of soo 
men. The officer, feized with a fudden 
pannic, immediately deferted his com- 
mand, and the whole company would 
have been taken prifoners, if Angria had 
not, with a courage and audacity that 
often on fudden emergencies is impli- 
citly obeyed, put himfelf at their head, - 
and by taking advantage of fome load- 
ed carriages, which ferved as barricades 
againft the firft onfet, and improving 
the fituation of fome neighbouring de- 
files and the approach of night, not only 
defended his party, but iffuing unex- 


F pectedly upon their rear the next morn- 


ing, from a defile thro” which he had 
filently marched in the night, totally 
defeated, and, except about thirty-fix, 
cut them all to pieces. He then heaped 
the {poils upon the carriages which had 
ferved him fora bulwark, and pro- 
ceeded in his rout. 

The Raja received the firft account 
of this atchievement from Avgria’s own 
mouth, and, as a reward for his brave- 
ry and conduct, immediately promoted 
him to a confiderable command in: his 
army. Anxgria foon after fignalized 
himielf in a general engagement with 
the Mogul’s torces, over which he gain- 
ed a compleat victory. He was ad- 
vanced to be commander in chief, and 
foon after married the daughter of the 
Raja's firft minifter, by whom he had a 
fon, named Purah Angria, who at the 

' age 
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age of 20 years had obtained, by his 
father’s interett, a very confiderable 
military command. 

About two years afterward the South 
Raja died, and his fuccefior refufing to 
pay the tribute demanded by the Mo- 

ul, the Mogul ordered the nabob of 
urat to invade his dominions. The 
Raje, whether he had taken any dif- 
pleafure againft Angria, or whether. he 
thought him too young for a command 
that required not only courage but ex-

promifing to join him as foon as the 
troops fhould engage. The Raja con- 
fiding in Angria, and minutely follow- 
ing his inftruétions, came upon the'Na- 
bab with fo much advantage, that’be- 
ing joined by Angria with 1500 foot 
and 300'horfe, he obtained a compleat 
victory, killing near 6000 on the -{pot, 
and plundering the city of Surat. 

This war was foon followed by a 

eace, greatly to the advantage of the 
Dale, who gave Angria his fifter in 


perience, gave the poft which Azgria B marriage, by whom he had two fons, 


expetted in this expedition, to another. 

Angria was fo much offended at this 
difappointment, that he took an op- 
portunity to quit the Raja’s dominions, 
and offer’his fervice to the Nabob that 
was marching.againft him. The Na- 
bob accepted the offer, and gave hima 


confiderable command. ‘The Nabob Cc 


was victorious, and Angria, urged ‘by 
his refentment and his pride, to thew 
that he was not unworthy the com- 
mand which the Raja had refufed, and 
that he was able to punifh whoever 
fhould offend him,pertormed mney feats 
of defperate bravery, and took the of- 
ficer prifoner who had been appointed 
in his ftead.. Angria exulted in this in- 
ftance of fuccels with a favage and ma- 
licious joy, and commanding that his 
captive fiould be brought before him 
in the, prefence of the Nabob, he drew 
his {word, and, after infulting him with 


many opprobrious terms on his change E 


of fortune, he turned to the Nabob, 
and told him, he fhould now fee him 
facrifice to lvis revenge a man to whom 
he owed his firft difgrace. He then ad- 
vanced furioufly to the victim, in order 
to firike off his head, but the Nabob 
commarded his guards to interpofe, 
He told him, that he would admit no 
prifoner of any man who had fought 
under his banners to be murdered in 
cold blood. Axgria knew that it would 
be in vain to contend, and therefore 
fyllenly put up his fword ; bat from 
that moment he conceived fo violent.a 
hatred againft the Nabob, that hewas 
perpetually contriving his ruin. 

While his mind was in this ftate fome 
emiflaries af the Raja whonrhe had de. 
ferted made him offers of great adyan- 
tage i: he would return, Thefe offers 
he fecretiy accepted, but would not 
wWathdiaw, that he might improve the 
firit opportunity that fhould offer of be. 
traying the Nabob to his enemies. 

In coniequence of this refolution, he 
foon atter advived the Raja to.advance 
againit the Navabwith bis whole anny, 


Purah Angria, and Connagee Angria. 

Angria the father died inthe infancy 
of thefe children, who were educated 
by the Raja theiruncle with great kind- 
nefs. Purah died a boy; and when 
Connagee was 20 years old, the Raja 
gave him the idand of Keserey, being a 
rock of about a mile and:a half in cir- 
cumference, as a petty fovereignty, 
oo feveral officers of ftate about 
him, and giving him alfo a number of 
veffels called galley-wats, about the fize 
of our Gravefend tilt-boat, carrying 
fix fwivel guns, and 60 men. 

With this territory and this fleet Con- 
nagee Angria commenced pyrate. Ke- 
nerey lies juft in the atl ot Bombay 
harbour, fo that no veffél could pais 
without coming into Angria’s reach ; 
and the rock, befides its natural advan- 
tages, was fortified by an impregnable 
fort. After feveral years of tuccefsful 
rapine, in which he was abetted by the 
Raja and his fucceffor, he obtained net 
only a more confiderable naval force, 
but an army of the Raja’s people, with 
r6oco auxiliary Moratees, with which 
he conquered the coaft as far as Dadul, 
and took Geriah, where the Portuguefe 
had built a ftrong fort, which he gar- 
rifon’d and improved {o as to render it 
one of the moft formidable piaces in all 
India. 

By a perpetual acquifition of new 
territory and: new treafure; Angria ob- 
tained the power and ftate of a fove- 
reign prince; and in the year.1712 he 
had 20,000 men conftantly in his pay ; 
he fent out his generals to fight his bat- 
tles, and gave audience to ambafladors 
from the neighbouring fkates, . 

He now began’to meditate the con- 
queft of fome parts of the dominions ot 


‘his friend thé South Raja, and having 


obtained powder and ball from the Por- 
tugueze, and formed many offenfive al- 
liances with the neighbouring princes, 
he tuddenly iasided the territories of 
his friend, and took Allabeg,-a piace of 
great firength and . importance.’ = 
ne 
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Charafier of the prefent Aneria, 


next feized upon Hanarey, a {mall ifland 
near Kenerey where he eftablithed a fith- 
ety. Aftermany ftruggles between An- 
gria and this prince, a treaty of peace, 
offenfive and: defenftve, was made he- 
tween them, the principle article of 
which was, that Anpria in confideration 
of holding quietly all he had conque- 
red, thould attempt to conquer no 
more. 

Angria having now founded a new 
Kingdom, and being acknowiedged as a 
fovereign by’ the neighbouring powers, 
became formidable even to the Mogul, 
with whom after many battles with va- 
rious fuccefS, he concluded a peace. 
The European nations alfo thought it 
their intereft to enter into treaty with 
him for the fecurity ef their trade, which 
it was fo much in his power to annoy: A+ 
treaty was concluded with him by £x- 
gland in 1715, after an unfuccefsful at- 
tempt both againft Geriah and Kenerey 
by a very confiderable naval force,with a 
numerous army on board, under the 
command of Gov. Beone. 

Angria having foon after violated 
this treaty, as he did every other, an- 
other fquadron was fent again(t him 
from England, under the command of 
the late Admiral Matthews, -in’ 1721, 
but this expedition was rendered un- 
fuccefsful by the treachery or timidity 
of the Portuguefe, who had engaged to 
affit Matthews with troops from Goa, 
but did not fulfil their engagement. 

In 1734 Connagee Angria died, and 
was fucceeded by Sambajee Angria, his 
fon, who added to his hereditary do- 
minions, and became the terror of all 
his neighbours, particularly the South 
Raja. 

Sambcjee Angria died in 1745, and 
Jeaving no children he was fucceeded 
by Tulagee Angria, his brother, from 
whom Geriab his capital is now taken, 

This man is now about 40 years of 
age, about five feet ten inches high, of 
an olive complexion, and a bold afpeét. 
His dominions extended from Bombay to 
Manlo, a eaport, diftant about 120 miles 
S. and they extend 76 miles in length. 
He had the ports of Zivanchi, Antigu- 
ria, Dabul, and South Rook, befides his 
iflands of Kenerey and Hanaray and his 
forts of Allabeg, and Gelaby. “He gene- 
rally kept up an army of 30,00¢ Caf- 
Sres, Sepoys, and Topaffes, and as many 
Moratees as he could feduce from their 
allegiance tothe South Raja, their fove- 
reign. His gunners and fea officers 
were mottly renegado Europeans ; he 
had a large train o1 artillery, befides the 


62% 
cannon of his forts and fhipping, and 
rz elephants. His ifland of Kenerey, is 
diftant nine miles from any part or the 
continent ; all the north, fouth, and 
weft parts are rocky, but to the eaft- 
ward there is a fine fandy cove, which 
the caftle fronts, flanked by two bafti- 
ons on each fide mounted with fix guns 
each, from which any boat. attempting 
to land, may be funk with great furety. 

Fort Geriab has an excellent har 
bour, in which the tide rifes and falls as 
regularly as in theriver Thames. This 
harbour is one of the beft upon the 
coaft, and the fort might be rendered 
almoit impregnable. The ifland of 
Golaby had a ttrong fort mounting 44 

as. 

Allabeg \ies between Golaby and Choule, 
about 14 leagues from Bombay, and 10 


* miles from Choule.

Tulagee Angria has withheld his tri- 
bute two years, and, when the South 
Raja fent to demand it; he flit the am- 
bailadors nofes, & fentthein ignomine-~ 
oufly back. The South Raja thus outra- 
ged fent laft winter to Bowzbay, to defire 
the Exg/./o would join him, to deftro 
Angria, and has ever fince revaged his 
country, and blocked’ up his ftrong 
holdsbyland. The Engli/h promifed to 
afit, and.in Ofober, 1755, Adm. Wat/on 
left the Coromandel coatt with his {qua- 
dion, and coming to Boyzbay td refit, in- 
formed governor Bourchier, hie was rea- 
dy to att againft Angric, and,’ whilf 
things were preparing fent his firt lieus 
tenant, Sir Wilham Hewitt; in an arm- 
ed veilel, to found the harbour of Geri« 
ah, and make proper obfervations. And 

reat part of our fuccefs was owing to 
Fis difcoveries. On February 6, 1756, 
the land forces embarked, confilting 
of 700 £uropean foldiers, 300 Topafes, or 
black foot foldiers, and 300 Seapays, un- 
der the command of Col. Clive. On the 
7ih, the fquadron fet {ail from Bombay, 
and joined the Moratta fleet, confifting 
of three or four grabs, and 40 or 50 gal- 
leywatts, commakded by Narypunt, in 
acreek to the northward of Geriad; gal- 
led Rajipour, where ftood a fmall fort, 
which they had juit taken from Angria. 
Oa the fhoreiay encamped the Moratta 
army, confiting of s000 foot and 4000- 
horle, under Ramajeepunt. Here An- 
gria 
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gria had been treating to furrender the 
fort to the Morattes, who had been fent 
againft him by the South Raja upon 
certain private ftipulations ; but endea- 
vouring to go by land from Geriah to

him and his men, that, without further 
moleftation he left Capt. Forbes to take 
poffeffion of the fort. 

Berore the fort furrendered, a fhell

of their army, and was at this time pri- 
foner amongft them, having left his bro- 
ther-in-law in the cominiede of the fort. 

WHEN the admiral arrived off the 
harbour, on the 11th, he fummoned the 
caftle to furrender; but was anfwered 
they would defend it to the utmoft, and 
having great reafon to fufpect treachery 
from the Morattes, as they had not yet 
offered him any afiftance, he ftood into 
the harbour inthe afternoon of the 12th. 
The fort fired brifkly about half an 
hour ; but the ‘inceffant fire from our 
thips, and bomb-ketches, not only lef- 
fened their fire, but deftroyed the hou- 
fes. At 4 o’clock the fignal was made 
to ceafe firing, which raifed the fpirits of 
the enemy, and encouraged them to re- 
new their cannonade. On this the 
bloody flag was hung out, and we con- 
tinued firing till fx o'clock, at which 
time a flag of truce was fent on fhore, 
expecting the garrifon would furrender. 
At nineo'clock our troops landed a mile 
and a half from the fort, and were join- 
ed by near 10,000 Morattes. In the 
morning, feeing the flag of truce hung 
over the walls, we marched towards the 
garrifon ; but as foon as we were got 
to the bottom of the hill near the fort, 


gria had taken from our company, by 
which accident his whole fleet at Geriab 
was foon in a blaze, confifting of eight 
grabs, one fhip, a great number of gal- 
leywatts, and other fmall craft. 

In the fort were 250 iron and brafs 
cannon of all fizes, and a prodigious 
quantity of ammunition and provilions, 
of rich goods, and fome money. The 
garrifon confifted of about 300, tho” 
there was near 2000 inthe fort, and Aa- 
gria’s mother, two wives, two Children 
and brother-in-law, are among the pri- 


C foners, who have been treated by the 


admiral with generofity and humanity. 
In filver rupees we have found about 
120,000/.and in other effeéts near 30,000/, 
but we are fearching in expectation of a 

reat deal more, fo that I hope we fhall 
Res very confiderably in the plunder 
of this noiorious pyrate. We releafed 8 
Englifh, two Scotch, and three Dutchmen 
from imprifonment in Geriah, who had 
been taken in feveral veflels by Angria.

Any things have been lately pub- 
M lifhed relating to the prefent dear- 
ne{s of corn ; yet among the propofals for 


they fired upon us, though they killed E loweringits price, fome, though well in- 


only one man, and wounded an 
officer in the fhoulder, on which we re- 
treated to our former ground. Col. 
Clive, then went on board the admiral 
to concert meafures for another attack. 
On this a fignal was hung out for the 
line of battle thips only, and the bomb- 
ketches, to renew their fire, which was 
continued with fuch fuccefs for three 
hours, that the enemy capitulated, up- 
on which a company of our foldiers took 
poffeffion, and hoifted the Britifh flag 
on the ramparts: But when the fort 
was furrendered, the Moraties attemp- 
ted to take pofleffion of it before us, 
which had they done, a very fall part 
ofthe plunder would have fallen to our 
lot; and this they would have effected 
but for the gallant behaviour of Capt. 
Forbes, who commanded the company 
fent to take poileflion of the fort: He 
drew his broad fword, made his men 
face to the right-about, and {wore by his 
maker, that he would cut the Moratia 
General's head off, it he offered to ad- 


tended, would (I fufpeét) do more harm 
than good.

Some have pro- 
pofed, as a remedy, that all Corn ould 
be brought to Market, and none futlered 
to be fold at farmers houfes or by fam- 
ple ; but this, I apprehend, is not re- 
| sep by any law.now in force, and, for 
ome reafons that will be mentioned 


prefently, I hope never will. ‘This act 


Hwhich (if any) is fuppofed to require 


this, is, I think, the sth and 6th of Ed- 
ward Vi. but a careful reading will 
fhew the contrary.

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Means for leffening the high Price of Corn: 


By that aét, 1ft, Whoever buys any 
thing that is, coming to Market, or dil- 
fuades any one who is coming, from 
bringing his wares, fhall be deemed a 
Porefaller ; but here is nothing againft 
buyihg in the open market, tho’ the goods 
are not delivered till afterwards, 2dly, He 
who buys tofell again within 4 miles isa 
Regrator. 3dly, He who goes about buy- 
ing to fell again, is an Engrofer ; but one 
who buys ata farmer's houfe for hisown 
ufe, I conceive, neither offends againft 
the letter or defign of the ftatute. 

Some have urged the benefit market- 
towns would haye, by obliging all corn 
to be brought to them ; but furely the 
laws do, or ought to aim at the general 
good, not the particular profit of a few 
places. Now a market town can re- 
ceive no benefit by it, but what the 
country muft pay ; and the farmers, 
who will pay moft of it, are a more ufe- 
ful fet of people than the innkeepers, 
who will receive the benefit, And the 
forcing all corn to come to market, 
would be a great Inconvenience, not to 
fay an Opprefion, both on buyer and 
feller; for inftance, if a baker who 
wants corn for his trade be forced to 
hirea team (for moft have none) to 
fetch corn 6 or8 miles through almoft 
impaflable roads, which perhaps his 
next neighbour carrried the very fame 
Road to fell: and a village may be ftar- 
ved with plenty of grain in it, becaufe 
they cannot carry their corn to andfrom 
amarket, when the roads are attually 
impaflable, either by a great fnow, or 
the ways being torn up, by a great in- 
ereafe of carting inthe depth of win- 
ter, for then the chief corn markets are. 
Again, this will raife and mot lower, the 
Price of Corn ; for the farmer will ex- 
pect, and veryjuftly, to be paid for the 
ufe of his team and fervants, which he 
has always bufinefs enough for, e/pecially 
in both Seed Times, and above allin Har- 
veft, when he may lofe more m oneday 
if bad weather follows, than he can get 
at market. Alfo the poor, on whom 
the main burthea lies, will fuifer by it; 
for fhall he; whofe 6 days work will but 
jut maintain his family, and who can- 
not afford to buy a quantity at once, be 
forced to lofe one day in a week in 
bringing on his back from market a 
buthel or two of corn, which he might 
have as cheap of a neighbouring farmer. 

There are, doubtle{s, now fome felfifh 
farmers, who having plenty by them, 
hope, by keeping it, to make a full grea- 
tor profit of the neceflity of their poor

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neighbours. What punifhment is too 
great for fuch grinders of the face of 
the poor is hard to fay, but I fear it will 
be difficult to find an effectual and rea- 
A law to compel 
them to fell, will fcarcely be executed 
in acountry where every nm’ has been u= 
fedto do what is right im bis own Eyes? 
Befides, how can the quantity each far- 
mer fhould bring weekly be fixed ? and 
to bring all at once, would only be. a 
glut for a time, and occafion greater 
fcarcity afterwards. 

An impoffible Scheme (fee p. 534.) was 
lately propofed in the papers, to fix 
by law the fame price on corn whether 
plentiful or fcarce, which is direétly con- 
tradicting the nature of things. Be- 
fides, fuppofe wheat fixed at ¢ thillings 
a bufhel, an even price between buyer’ 


C and feller in fome countries ; that price 


at Gloucefter is below the mean; at 
Stamford, Gc. four fhillings is above it. 
Who then can determine the equitable 
price for every market in Exgland? and 
if all markets were at the fame price, 
no corn would be carried further than 
the neareft market, fo that corn coun- 
tries would not be able to fell their grain, 
and the great cities would be diftrefled, 
and many farmers ruined every fcarce 
ear. 
P Some of the ways to leffen the prefent 
want, feem tome the following; 1ft, 
fixty years experience has thewn,. that 


E2 plentiful exportation, by encoura- 


ging the raifing a larger quantity of 
corn, has made it cheaper and not dea- 
rer in general; it thould therefore be 
encouraged whenever grain is plenti+ 
ful. But now we want all our corn 
ourfelves, exportation fhould be ftriét- 
ly forbidden ; and fuch an order care- 


F fully executed, fo that none thall go a- 


broad either in grain, meal, or- flour. 
This would, I believe, do more towards 
lowering the price than any method yet 
propofed.. 3dly, A total Probibition of 
making malt {pirits, which is wafting 
Corn to make Poifon. athiy, At this 


G time of want, the rich ought certainly 


to help their poor neighbours: which I 
am glad to find has been done in feye- 
ral places. sthly, Importing grain from 
abroad, if any cheaper markets can be 
found. Lafily, raifing any fort of eata- 


H bies is ufeful, efpeciaily what will come 


in before next harveit.. Therefore e- 
very poor family which has any ground 
to their houfe, as iscommon in villages, 
fhould apply part of it to railing fome 
forts of garden-ftulf. For initance, 

carrots 
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carrots fowed next fpring will be eata- 
ble near three months before harveft. 
Potatoes alfo are avery ufeful and nou- 
yifhing root, and, though not. fo quick 
as carrots, may be fet and ufed before 
the new corn is ripe, and would be cf 
efpecial fervice next winter, if (which 
ptay god prevent) next yearscrop fhould 
alfo fail. And I with no cottage was 
without a cow-pafture and garden, and 
that the parliament would make it a 
rule to pafs no aé for inclofure, with- 
out allotting one clofe for maintaining 
the cottagers cows; for with a milch- 
cow, and a garden, a family may be 
maintained at a very fmall expence.

juftice is not done, the glory of the 
Englifh navy is no more : much is to be 
hoped for from the known candour and 
integrity of the worthy prefident ; his 
humanity will not fuffer him tocondemna 
where guilt is not evident, and his zeal 
for his king and country, fo often. ma- 
nifefted on former occafions, will pre- 
vent him from fhewing an ill judged 
and unmerited compaffion to an indi- 
vidual, to the prejudice of the honour 
and fafety of his king and ome. 
But the long time this trial has already 
been depending verifies an obfervation 
made in a pamphlet lately publiflied, 
entitled, Three letters to a member of par- 
lament, relating to the Navy, Gibraltar, 
andMinorca. The fecond of thefe let- 
ters is about naval court martials, and 
many of the obfervations there made 
will appear to be true from the prefent 
trial.
